$3,870,887 as against $11,978,738 in 1914. 
No new markets were dgveloped to

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far trom bright at the close of the 
Veal 

Some rather interesting comparisons 
arise from a perusal of out export fig- 
ures for materials listed under the 
head of chemicals An appreciable 
gain is recorded in the total of such 
exports as the figures are $46,380,986 
for 1915 and $27,079,092 for 1914. Sul- 
thuric and other acids take a promi- 
nent place in the export column 
Which is in marked contrast with the 
records of preceding years. With an 
acknowledged shortage of dyes and 
dyestuffs in this ountry it is rather 
surprising to find that we increased 
out shipments to foreign markets dur- 
ing the year, the 1915 exports being 
valued at $1,177,925, as compared with 

56,919 in 1914. Tanning materials 
also shared in th: greater export 
novement in spite of the fact that 
domestic consumers found it difficult 
at times to supply their wants. Soda 
Salts showed a large expansion as far 
as the export movement Was con- 
cerned. On the other hand the outlet 
in foreign markets was considerably 
curtailed in the case of wood alcohol, 
ginseng, acetate of lime and crude sul- 
phur. 

Exports of ready mixed paints de- 
clined in 1915 to a value of $884,700, as 
compared with $1,096,335, in 1914. De- 
spite this setback the export figures 


for paints and paint materials show an 


advance in value 


when compared with 

those for the previous year. Ship- 
ments of white lead were larger, but 
a lower price per pound brought the 
value for the year only a little higher 
than was the case in 1914: Dry colors 
were exported to the extent of $1,072,- 
736, as against $690,836 in 1914. Varnish 
exports fell off from $1,038,864 to $682,- 
352. Oxide of zinc made a very cred- 
itable showing, with exports showing 
expansion both in quantity and value. 
Our import trade for the year gener- 

ally considered or with special refer- 
ence to the Reporter’s trades, com- 
pares unfavorably with that for the 
preceding year. This may be attrib- 
uted to quiet conditions, which ruled 
in many industries at home, and also 
to conditions which made it difficult 
to secure normal commitments of 
stocks from foreign markets. Any ref- 
erence to imports calls at once to mind 
the dependence of this country upon 
foreign markets for many necessary 
materials. Until our resources shall 


have been developed to a greater ex- 
tent, there is probably no material in 
which we are less independent than in 
potash salts. In the past Germany’s 
supremacy in this regard has been un- 
questioned, and muriate of potash, 


which is highly important in the chem- 


ical and fertilizer trades, has been

recently ended, as compared with $7,- 
915,523, in 1914. These figures hardly 
give a correct idea of the position of 
this material, as the markets of Eu- 
rope were scoured to supply the do- 
mestic trade, and the future supply 
gives promise of dwindling to a neg- 
ligible quantity. What is true of mu- 
riate of potash applies with equal or 
greater force to the other potash salts, 
and, in fact, the imports of the lower 
grade salts show a greater defection 


than those of the higher grades. 

While the fertilizer trade of this coun- 
try has been quiet the imports of nitrate 
of soda were larger than in 1914. Lower 
prices per ton brought the value of such 
imports to a lower level than last year, 
but the difference was solely due to 
market fluctuations. The greater use of 
this material in the making of explo- 


sives explains the strong demand which 


has been in evidence. Sulphate of am- 
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monia, which is more restricted to the 
fertilizer trade than is nitrate of soda, 
did not share in the activity of the lat- 
ter and in spite of a reduced home out- 
put the imports of sulphate for the 
year were smaller than in 1914 both in 
quantity and in value. 
Imports of dyes, 
generally, do not compare so unfavora- 
bly as might be expected with the fig- 
ures for the preceding year. It is true 
that certain dyes and colors, especially 
of German origin, have not com- 
ing to this country in a normal way. 
On the other hand there is an apprecia-

Imports of flaxseed were larger than 
last year with $13,574,536 and $10,571,410 
representing the values respectively. 
The larger imports were rendered nec- 
essary by the decrease in domestic pro- 
duction. The heavy offerings of Ar- 
gentine seed at favorable prices also 
helped to swell inquiry from crushers. 

With few exceptions, vegetable 
sbow losses as compared with the fig- 
ures for 1914. Gains were recorded in 
the case of imports of linseed, peanut, 
edible olive, rapeseed and soya bean 
oils, but total imports were valued at 
$35,725,051 against $47,020,573 which 
shows to what* extent the imports of 
other vegetable oils fell away.

Japanese Imported Oil Trade. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Aug. 27, 1915, 
According to -information which has 
reached the Commerce Department from 
Japanese sources, the falling off in im- 


ports of oil into Japan from the United 
States is traceable to higher freight rates 


rather than to other causes. 
This report, which comes from Yoko- 
hama, calls attention to possible upset- 


ting of a price agreement that was the 


result of a convention in Japan, and 
bring about competition which mav ma- 
teriaily effect the sales of oil in Japan. 
Reviewing this situation, the report 
says:— 

The progress in Japan may be demonstrated, 
among other things, by the fact that during 


the first half of this vear the Nippon Oil Com- 


pany, the biggest of the Japanese oil com- 
panies, got 780.000 koku (37,174,800 gallons) 
or upward, against 1,140,000 koku (54,332,400 


gallons) for the whole of last year, or an in- 
crease of over 30 per cent. The yield of other 
Japanese companies this year invariably shows 
a gain of 20 to 30 per cent. over last year. 
With this ‘progress the import of foreign oil 
has fallen off year by year. The progress of 
Japan’s oil industry. therefore, is a great 
menace to the foreign interests concerned. 
The import this vear has been 13.399.753 gal- 
lons, valued at 3,033.008 ven ($1,495,498), a

The recent advance in the price of 
‘Pennsylvania crude oil has stimulated 
drilling in the vicinity of Kane, Pa., 
and hundreds of oil wells are being 
cleaned out with the idea of increasing 
their flow. 


The construction of an extensive ad- 
dition to the zine oxide plant of the 
New Jersey Zinc Company at Millport, 
Pa., is now under way, and it is con- 
templated to complete it by the end of 
November. 


The Warner-Klipstein Chemical Com- 
pany, of New York, has purchased a 
2-acre site near Charleston, W. Va., 
on which it will build a chemical anda 
dye-material plant to cost approximate- 
ly $200,000. 


The I. E. du Pont de Nemours Com- 
pany, of Wilmington, Del., has closed 
an additional contract, amounting to 
approximately $500,000, for sulphuric 
acid to be used in the manufacture of 
explosives for the Allies.

John A. Mather, a pioneer photog- 


rapher of Pennsylvania, who was wide- 
ly known in the oil industry, died on 
August 23 at Titusville, Pa. He wags 87 
years of age. He was a native of Lan- 
cashire, England, but came to America 
in 1856. His pictures of persons, wells, 
scenes and incidents in the oil fields 
comprise an important history of that 
industry in Pennsylvania. 


Customs inspectors discovered $2,050 
worth of opium concealed in the hold of 
the steamer Adgarock, which arrived 
recently at New York from Liverpool. 
The vessel is manned by a Chinese 
crew. The drug has been turned over 
to Assistant United States District At- 
torney Stanton together with some let- 
ters written in Chinese which are be- 
lieved to contain evidence of a contin- 
uation of the Liverpool-New York drug 
smuggling conspiracy. 


C. W. Ashcraft, of Columbus, Ga., 
has filed suit in the Faulkner Chancery 
Court at Conway, Ark., asking that a 
receiver be appointed for the Enola 
Cotton Oil Company. The plaintiff, in 
his suit, alleges that an indebtedness 
of $2,670 with interest is due him, and 
charges that the company is insolvent. 
Seven directors are named as individ- 
ual defendants in the suit, in addition 
to the company. Three promissory 
notes dated September, 1913, at 8 per 
cent., and upon which nothing has been 
paid, are given as grounds for the 
suit. 


The authorities of Philadelphia have 
discovered that hyoscine is now being 
used by victims of the drug habit, who, 
on account of the Harrison law, are 
unable to secure the more commonly 
used narcotic drugs. ‘Dope’? peddlers 
have been selling it in small packages 
throughout the southern section of the 
city, and physicians and druggists are 
having frequent calls for hyoscine. 
Three young men were arrested in Phil- 
adelphia last week on the charge of 
having this drug in their possession. 
They were held under $500 bail each by 
United States Commissioner Edmunds. 


Swarms of locusts have infested the 
Syrian olive groves during the past 
two months, according to Consul-Gen- 
eral V. Stanley Hollis, of Beirut, and 
it is now an established fact, accord- 
ing to his repert to the American Gov- 
ernment, that the olive oil crop has 
been greatly affected. The olive trees 
growing near the seacoast, the report 
says, have suffered less than those in 
the mountains, but it is estimated that 
two-thirds of the entire olive crop has 
been totally destroyed by these pests. 
Prices of olive oil have, in view of this 
fact, greatly advanced and are at pres- 
ent (June 30) as follows:—First qual- 
ity, 16 piasters per oke (19.9 cents 
per pound); second quality, 14 pjas- 
ters per oke (17.4 cents per pound). 


All work was suspended on August 
24 in the plant of the General Chemi- 
cal Company at Edgewater, N. J., 
where 600 men were on strike for more 
wages and an eight-hour day. Super- 
intendent Nield explained that enough 
men had remained on duty to allow the 
plant to be operated, but the wives 
and families of these men had been 
threatened by the strikers, so the 
plant was shut down. In the morning 
the officials nailed to the main gate of 
the works an announcement that the 
company was not making munitions 
of war of any description. “The only 
acid shipped abroad,” said the notice, 
“is acetic acid, which business we had 
before the war. Acetic acid is not 
used in the manufacture of explosives.”

Health Board Adopts Regulations for 
Compulsary Registration of Pro- 
prietary Medicine. 


Supplementing the provisions of the 
New York City Board of Health’s or- 
dinance, compelling the registration of 


the names of the ingredients of proprie- 
tary and patent medicines as a prerequi- 
site for offering these preparations for 
sale in this city, the local health board 
has also adopted a set of regulations gov- 
erning this registration of qualitative 
formulas for these articles and for the 
enforcement of this ordinance. These 
regulations are authorized in the second 
paragraph of Section 117 of the Health 
Board’s Sanitary Code, regulating the 
sale of proprietary and patent medicines, 


but, as the provisions of this section do 
not become operative until December 31 
of this year, the Health Board has hith- 


erto refrained from framing the 
tions and it was not until

follows:— 
The names of the ingredients of every such 


medicine shall be registered in the Department 
of Health in such mannr as the regulations of 
the Board of Health may prescribe. 

The most important feature of these 
new proprietary medicine registration 
regulations is a requirement that ‘a 
sample of each such medicinal prepara- 
tions be furnished to the Health Board 
with each application for registration, 
such sample to be in the form in which 
it is to be sold or offered for sale’ in this 
city, “including the package, wrapper, 
label, box, bottle, container, and all ad- 
vertising matter and statements.” This 
requirement of the regulations also pro 
vides that ‘“‘subsequent changes in form 
or text of labels, advertising matter or 
statements shall likewise be filed with the 


Department of Health and shall be ap- 
proved before use.’”’ 
The imformation as to the ingredients 


of the proprietary medicines, which is re- 
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quired by the new regulations to be fur- 
nished to the Health Department with 
each application for registration, is not 


as exacting as that embodied in the 
Philippines law for formula disclosure, 
as it consists merely of the “names in 


English (not quantities) of ingredients to 
which the therapeutic effects claimed are 
attributed, and the names in English 
(not quantities) of all other ingredients 
except such as are physiologically in- 
active.” It is evident, therefore, that 
the new regulations do not require quan- 
titative as well as qualitative formula 
disciosures, and, in fact, do not call for 
the registration of the names of any of 
the inactive or inert substances, such as 
flavoring or aromatic substances, which 
supply peculiarities of taste or odor such 
as are frequently relied upon to charac- 
terize or distinguish a particular proprie- 
tary medicine. 

No guaranty is supplied or responsibil- 
ity assumed by the local Health Depart- 


ment on the score of the merits of any 
proprietary medicine registered with it. 
fhe new regulations, supplementing 


Section 117 of the Sanitary Code, govern- 
ing the registration of patent and pro- 
prietary medicines, follow:— 


Regulation 1 Information to be filed by ap- 
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tion in the manner hereinafter prescribed by 
regulation 5. 

Regulation 4. Certifying of registration does 
not pass upon merits of or assume, indorse or 
accept the claims to therapeutic action of pro- 
prietary or patent medicines. No manufac- 
turer, proprietor, distributor, importer or 
vendor shall, in any advertisement or in any 
other manner, assert, imply or indicate that 
the certificate of registration issued by the 
Department of Health passes upon the merits 
or assumes, indorses or accepts the claims to 
therapeutic action of the proprietary or pat- 
ent medicines, and no reference of any kind 
to the Department of Health shall be made 
in any advertisement, upon any label, pack- 
age, box, bottle or container in which such 
medicine is contained or in any other manner 
whatsoever.

Regulation 3. Certificate of registration.

Damage to Texas Oil Wells. 


(Speciai to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Houston, Tex., Aug. 25, 1915. 

It is estimated that the recent tropical 
hurricane did more than two million dol- 
lars damage to the oil interests of Texas. 
The effects of the storm were felt as far 
inland as the Thrall field, more than two 
hundred miles from Galeston. At Thrall 
150 oil well derricks were blown down. In 
the Spindle Top, Sour Lake, Saratoga, 
Batson and Humble fields more than 
twelve hundred derricks were destroyea. 
Of the 150 derricks at Spindle Top, only 
two remain standing. More than five hun- 
dred derricks in the Sour Lake field were 
b'own down, Oil tanks also suffered much 


damage. The shipping facilities at Port 
Arthur and Sabine, the chief oil exports 
of Texas, were badly damaged. All of 
the Jarger refining, pipe line and pro- 
ducing companies, such as the Gulf Re- 


fining Company, the Magnolia Petroleum 
Company, the Texas Company, and many 
independent concerns, were heavy losers 
by the storm. 7 





Textile Mills Close Because of Lack 
of Dyestuffs. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Aug. 27, 1915. 
The Department of Commerce has been 
advised that the Fort Wayne Knittinz 
Mills, one of the largest mills of the mid 
dle West, has been compelled to close 
down through inability to obtain dye- 
stuffs. The Amoskeag mills, one of the 
largest in New England, have also noti- 
fied the department that they will close 


September 1, for three weeks, for the 
Same reason. 
Efforts of the Bureau of Foreign and 


Domestic Commerce to aid American 
manufacturers of dyestuffs to fill the de- 
mand caused by cutting off in German 
supplies, have been hampered, says Dr. 
Thomas H. Norton, by inability to ob- 
tain raw materials. 

During the month of June more than 
$205,000 worth of vegetable dyestuffs were 
sent to Great Britain from this country, 


as compared with $40,000 in the same 
month of last year. This material, Dr. 
Norton says, would be of great assist- 


ance to the American manufacturers, but 
it cannet be immediately diverted to the 
American trade, as much of it is being 
Shipped abroad under contract. 

Much the same trouble is being experi- 
enced in Japan, but according to further 
reports by Consul Geo. N. West, Kobe, 
the proposed commencement in this coun- 
try of the manufacture of some kinds of 
dyestuffs has combined to moderate the 
market in an appreciable degree. The 
Department of Agriculture and Com- 
merce, says Mr. West, has not yet come 


to any decision as to how Many com- 
panies should be allowed to be estab- 
lished in Japan for the manufacture of 


dyestuffs. Three thousand tons of benzol 
and 82,400 tons of coal-tar constitute the 
total quantity of crude materials obtain- 
able in the country; but of that quantity 


of coal-tar 24,000 tons are turned out by 
the Edamitsu Iron Foundry and are all 
supplied exclusively to the Seimitsu

Ginseng Demand Revived in China. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Aug. 27, 1915. 
A marked recovery from the early ef- 
fects of the European war is reported in 
the Hong Kong ginseng mafket by Con- 
sul George E. Anderson, under date of 
July 8 The year opened, Mr. Anderson 
Says, with nothing being done in ginseng,

Chinese Indigo Availability. 





(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Aug 1915. 
In connection with his investigation of 
conallions surrounding the dyestuffs mar- 
ket of this country, Commercial Agent 





Thomas H. Norton, of the Commerce De- 















partment, has just completed a discus- 
sion of possible utilization of Chinese in- 
digo. His information is that the com- 
modity is available for sales in the United 
States In describing the conditons sur- 
rounding the indigo paste obtainable from 
Chinese sources, Dr. Norton estimates 
that) Chinese indigo delivered in New 
York cannot much exceed the vaiue of 
» Cents per pound. This price is based 
on the analysis of this indigo paste which 
is said to contain a very small percentage 
of indigo and an exceptionally large per- 
centage of the inert matter. However, 
Dr. Norton adds, ‘‘with the steady rise 
in price this possible Chinese source of 
the dyestuff should not be lost from 
vie iy Dr. Norton shows the rise in 
prices to have been about three or four- 
fold during the past year. 

Aftei discussing the searcity of 
““blacks’’ and ‘‘blues’’ in this coumtry, Dr, 


Norton says that arrangements have been 
made upon an exceptionally large scale 
to furnish fast ‘‘direct black,’’ and he 
then turns to the discussion of the indigo 
problem in its relation to ‘‘blues.”” Dr. 





Norton shows that the current samples 
of the leading grades of natural indigoes 
contain from 45 to 68 per cent. of pure 
dye. After calling attention to the time 
required to accustom dyers to radical 


changes from indigo to logwcod, Dr. Nor- 








ton says: 

Under these circumstances any additional 
source of ind » no matter how limited, pos- 
sesses importance The American consulate 











general at Hone Kong reports that stocks of 
Chinese indigo are now available at that port, 
ind that additional quantities can be secured 
from interior points in Chicago. It would 
appear that the production of natural indigo 
has been notably stimulated of late in Southern 
China, and that despite the total elimination 
of Germany's ordinary supply of synthetic in- 
digo to China there is a limited amount of 
the native product available for exportation. 
This condition is somewhat surprising in view 
of the fact that China’s normal annual im 
ports of synthetic indigo from Germany are 
nearly $7,000,000 in value, and constitute 64 
per cent. of the latter country’s exports of 
the dye 

The Chinese indigo brought to Hong Kong 
is shipped in cases of about eighty pounds 
each, It is in the form of thick paste. The 
current price per pound at Hong Kong is 7.9 
eents in gold Prices at interior points in 
China are about 15 per cent. less 

Samples of Chinese indigo sent to the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce have 
been submitted to careful tests regarding the 
amount of pure indigo Ccindigotin) present 
based upon a comparison of the tinctorial ef- 
fects produced, with the results obtained from 
equal amounts of normal 20 per cent. syn- 
thetic indigo paste These tests show that the 
Chinese article contains about 1 per cent. of 
pure indigo.

One of the important 
of the week was the announcement 
that manufacturers of mixed paints 
had made a reduction in the prices for 
same. Some time ago the price for all 
ready mixed paints was advanced ow- 
ing to the higher costs of produ tion, 
but now owing to the unsettled condi- 
tion of the market prices have been 
put back abo ct where they were be- 
fore the advance was made. It is 
stated that the lowering in prices is 
fairly general. The position of mate- 
rials has not changed to any extent 
during the week. There is stronger 
tone to the lead pigments owing to 
higher quotations for the metal and 
the zinc pigments are holding steady 
in price. Linseed oil sold a little high- 
er, but the market is unsettled and 
trading has been comparatively light. 
The other paint-making oils also are 
rather slow at present. Dry colors in 
some cases are selling at higher prices 
than at any time during the year and 
the outlook for those particular colors 
is not favorable for a return to nor- 
mal levels. Lithopone is meeting with 
a g0od call, but most sellers are not 
anxious to take on business, as they 
are sold up on contracts. Some grades 
of varnish gums are strong and are 
held at higher prices than were in ef- 
fect a short time ago. Spirits of tur- 
pentine have been weak in_ price 
through the interval and demand has 
been quiet. The various miscellaneous 
paint materials are moving in a rou- 
tine way, with no feature to trading. 
A review of the linseed oil and naval 
stores markets will be found on pages 
21 and 23, respectively. On page 12 
there is a complete report on the flax- 
seed situation. A report on alcohol will 
be found under the drug market. Com- 
ment on the important items in the 
paint trade follows:— 

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 

PIG LEAD.—The market for pig 
lead developed strength in the latter 
part of the week and values were held 
on a higher plane.

Consumers were in the gnar- 
ket and some good business is said to 
have been placed. Prices strengthened 
nder the increase in demand and at 
the close of the week leading sellers 
had established the price at 4.90c. per 
pound at New York. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—While the lower prices which 
went into effect last week held good 
throughout the period, there WAS a 
much stronger undertone in the latter 
haif of the interval and further ad- 
vances in the metal are likely to be 
followed by higher asking prices for 
the pigments. The open quotation for 
dry white lead in large amounts is 
given at 5%c. per pound. White lead 
in oil is held at 6%4c. per pound, The 
market is not active and 
conditions prevail.

There is a fair call 
for white lead for export and_ ship- 
ments are being made regularly. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—A steady market is report- 
ed for this material. The quotation 
for round lots is given at 5%ec. per 
pound, with ton lots held at 5%e. 
There is a moderate jobbing demand, 
but the main part of the activity of 
the market depends upon contract 
withdrawals. The position of. all the 
lead products was firmer towards the 
close of the week and this applies 
equally to basic sulphate. 

RED LEAD.—The reduction of one- 
half cent per pound, which was re- 
ported last week, has governed sales 
of red lead during the period. The 
only change in the market is found in 
the fact that the metal went to higher 
levels and naturally this caused sell- 
ers of the oxide to regard the situa- 
tion with more firmness. The metal 
market is uncertain and future fluctua- 
tions in price will have a direct bear- 
ing upon red lead. 

LITHARGE.—Bids were opened on 
August 24th by the navy department 
and included 3,000 pounds of litharge 
for delivery at Brooklyn. The low bid 
was on a basis of 6.85¢c. per pound. 
There is a range in prices quoted by 
sellers according to quantity with 6e. 
as the inside figure and many buyers 
are not able to do better than 6c. 
The market was steady this week and 
closed firm at the quoted prices. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Quiet condi- 
tions are reported in the market for 
orange mineral. New business is not 
heavy and tradjng is without new 
features. Prices are fixed-at 8%c. per 
pound and quotations are not so sus- 
ceptible to fluctuations in the metal as 
are the other lead products. 

SPELTER.—The easier tone which 
has characterized the spelter market 
recently was not in evidence this week 
and quotations drifted backwards to 
higher figures although the present 
prices are considerably below those 
asked some time ago. The spot mar- 


ket is quoted at 14%@14%c. per pound, 
and these prices may be shaded grad- 
ually on shipments, the price going 
lower according as the time of de- 
livery becomes more distant. Demand 
was rather quiet as the market went 
up, but sellers were not forcing mat- 
ters and offerings at all times were 
restricted. At St. Louis the market 
is quoted at 144@14%c. per pound. 
Zine ore is held at $55@70 per ton. 

ZINCS.—Some sellers were quoting 
imported offerings at 20@22c. per 
pound, but such offers were by no 
means free and the market for for- 
eign zines is largely nominal as stocks 
are small and large trading is nec- 
essarily restricted. Domestic zines 
are moving quietly into consumption 
and sellers are said to be making de- 
liveries regularly against contracts. 
The upward movement in spelter is 
not assuring to those who are hoping 
for a lowering in prices. The quota- 
tions for American zinc oxide was 
given at 75%@S8%c. per pound. French 
process zines were scarce and firm at 
30@3l1e. per pound. 

DRY COLORS, 
BLACKS, 

A steady market continues for the 
selections of blacks and lampblack 
especially is strong with the tendency 
to appreciate in value. The outlet for 
blacks is not unusually large and the 
movement into consumption is_ not 
noteworthy in any way. Contract de- 
liveries are normal for most grades 
with quiet call for some of the offer- 
ings which are used mainly in the paint 


trade Quotations are given os: 5le

BLUES 

Prussian blue holds its customary 
strong position and the market has 
exhibited no new features for the week. 
The various raw materials which are 
used in making many of the _ blues, 
show no signs of receding in price and 
in some cases they are in _ limited 
supply. Among these prominent men- 
tion may be made of yellow. prussi- 
ate of potash which is a little higher 
in price than it was a week ago. 
Ultramarine bldies, while strong in 
price, are in a fairly normal position 
and prices are given at 4@l4c. per 
pound with the range depending upon 
quality. . 

BROWNS 

Fair inquiry is still reported for Bis- 
mark browns but in the main trading 
in browns continues along quiet lines, 
with the market showing no new de- 
velopments. Offer of foreign sienna 
and umber are freely made, but de- 
mand is restricted by the scarcity of 
other materials and this further adds 
to the slowness of the market. Italian 
sienna is offered at 5@7e. per pound. 
Turkey umber is held at 8@4c. per 
pound. Vandyke browns are slow and 
featureless. 

GREENS. 

Attention = of been 
given to this market, not because of 
any large trading or demand for 
stocks, but because of the high prices 
which are asked for some of the selec- 
tions of the market Chemically pure 
chrome green is selling at 24c. per 
pound for ton lots and the market is 
strong at that figure. Specially deep 
shades are held as high as 32c. per 
pound. Good grinders chrome green is 
also firm, and while this material may 
be picked up cheaper, the price is 
placed at 12c. and sellers say that any 
lower prices are Obtainable only at a 
sacrifice of quality. Jobbing green is 
holding at 8@l0c. per pound. 

REDS. 

Bids were opened on August 24 by 
the Navy Department and included 
30,000 pounds of Indian red. The low 
bid was on a basis of 43%c. per pound.

YELLOWS. 
Seliers make a distinction in price 


for chemically pure chrome yellow, ac- 
cording to shade, with the inside price 
at 12c. and the range extending to l6c. 
per pound. Routine conditions are re- 
ported for domestic ocher, with scat- 
tered buying of French grades. Prices 
are steady with the usual variations, 
according to grade and quantity. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


BARYTES.—There are occasional in- 
quiries for barytes for export, but 
these do not seem to have amounted 
to much in the way of sales, but the 
possibilities of a foreign trade would 
be of considerable importance to the 
domestic industry. Foreign grades of 
barytes for this country are not large 
and German selections are scarce. The 
market for domestic barytes shows no 
changes as a result of the week’s trad- 
ing and sellers are repeating quota- 
tions at $16@20 per ton, according to 
grade, with off grades bringing the 
usual discounts. 

CHALK.—While some shipments are 
expected for this country during the 
next month, the supply in sight is not 
large and the situation grows worse 
the longer imports are deferred. The 
market is quiet as far as trading is 
concerned, but this is not because of 
any lack of orders, as several consum- 
ers would be glad to place orders if 
they could find a seller who was in a 
position to make prompt delivery. The 
difficulties surrounding the shipping of 
English chalk prevent free trading in 
that commodity and French chalk is 
hard to negotiate. Prices for chalk 
are nominal and while the figure of 
$5 per ton for English has been heard, 
it does not mean that buyers can op- 
erate freely at that price. 


CHINA CLAY.—A quiet week is re- 
ported for china clay. Domestic clay 
is gOing steadily into consumption 
with nothing to feature the market. 
Foreign grades are scarce and trans- 
portation rates are high with difficulty 
experienced in getting stocks to this 
side. Sellers are offering domestic clay 
at $7.50@9 per ton. 

METALLIC PAINTS. — Large lots 
are not in demand and trading is pro- 
gressing slowly. Future positions are 
not engaging attention of consumers 
and all sales are confined to prompt 
shipment. The market is unchanged 


as far as prices go, with quotations at 
$16@18 per ton for browns and $12.50 
@17 for reds, f. 0. b. works, the in- 
side figures being for carlots. For 
local delivery prices are $18@21 for 
browns and $15@18 for reds. 
LITHOPONE.—There is wide range 
in the ‘prices quoted for lithopone. 
Domestic grades are said to have been 
offered at 5%@6c. per pound, while an 
outside price of 7c. per pound-is given 
in some quarters. Offers of imported 
lithopone were made at 8c. per pound 
for carlots, duty paid. Inquiry is good 
but sellers have but little to offer as 
they are finding it difficult to take care 
of their contract trade. The market 


was firm at the close.

Oil Shipments from Tampico. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Aug. 27, 1915. 
The American vice-consul at Tampico, 
Mexico, Thomas H. Bevan, reports that, 
notwithstanding the unsettled conditions 
now existing in that consular district, 
the shipments of oil for the month of July 
compared favorably with those of July of 
last year and the year previous. During 


July, 1915, the Tampico district sent out 
979,094 barrels, as compared with 1,149,136 
barrels in July, 1914, and 1,148,218 barrels 
in July, 1913. The bulk of this oil was 
shipped by the Houston Petroleum Com- 
‘pany and the Texas Company. 

Of the shipments during July of this 
year 193.000 barrels went to Port Arthur, 


Texas; 168,000 to New York; 120,864 to New 
Orleans, 89,530 to Lynchburg, Texas; 7,73 
to Sabine, Texas; 58,000 to Port ‘tampa, 
Fla.; 40,849 to Galveston, Texas; 39,000 to 
Warner, N. J.; 89,530 to Lynchburg, 
Texas; 72,734 to Sabine, Texas; 58,000 to 
Port Arkansas, Texas; 33,312 to Freeport, 
Texas; 22,000 to Chester, Pa., and 20,000 to 
Baltimore, Md. 

The Mexican Eagle Oil Company 
shipped 433,257 barrels of crude oil from 
Tuxpam to United States ports during the 
month of July, and the Penn-Mex Oil 
Company shipped 462,000, making a total 
of 895,257 barrels shipped from Tuxpam. 
Besides this amount the Mexican Eagle 
Oil Company shipped 370,000 barrels from 
Tuxpam to its refinery at Minatitlan, near 
Puerto Mexica, Vera Cruz. 

In a review of the year’s oil trade at 
Cartagena, Colombia, Consul Ross Hazel- 
tine says that by far the greater part of 
the imports of oils, petroleum and gaso- 
line come from the United States. Statis- 
tics show according to Mr. Hazeltine that 
the quantities imported are not large, ex- 
cept in the case of mineral oils, especially 
crude petroleum, which is refined locally.

Pharmaceutical Products in Argentina 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Aug. 27, 1915. 


There has been received at the Com- 
merce Department, under date of May 10, 
from Consul Dawson at Rosario, a report 
based upon Argentina authority regard- 
ing the difticulties of obtaiming certain 
phamaceutical products in Argentina, 
and some points regarding the demands 
there of the different commodities and the 


increasing prices due to the war. This. 
report, among other things, says:— 

Castor oil, which is also included in em- 
bargoes, has gone up 20 per cent. Aspirin 
is sold at extravagant prices, and the same 
may be said of sesame oil. Quillaia (soap 
bark), a South American product that was 
elaborated in Germany, has also gone up. 
There is a scarcity of acetic acid, which is 
prepared from materials not now available. 


For tartaric acid only home production, 
tofore insufficient, can be counted upon. 
peter is also scarce. 

In addition to tartaric acid, large quantities 
of which could be produced at Mendoza and 
San Juan, Argentina could have an important 
borax industry. At the present time boronatron 
calcita is shipped from Salta to Hamburg, to 
be returned to Argentina in the form of boric 


here- 
Salt- 


acid. Iodine and bismuth suitable for the 
manufacture of drugs can be obtained from 
Chile. Experiments have been made with 


Chilean iodine, but could not be continued on 
account of the difficulty of obtaining the raw 
material. There has been no scarcity of plas- 
ter or medicinal cotton. Argentina could dis- 
pense with the importation of medicinal cotton, 
since that prepared from the Chaco fiber is 
equal ta@ the best foreign product.

the local turpentine market has ruled 
easy during the interval. At the close 
spot quotations revealed a net loss of 
one cent a gallon with trading light. 
The decline has been exceedingly dis- 
appointing to holders because it was 
generaly expected that buyers would 
renew interest on a more extensive 
scale by this time, particularly with 
the present attractive figures. So far 
consumers have shown no apparent in- 
terest in quantities exceeding actual 
wants. The buying all year has been 
chiefly of hand to mouth character 
and therefore it is assumed that sup- 


plies held by consumers are relativery 
small. Turpentine shipments for the 
week at Savannah were 958 barrels. 
Receipts were 2,498 barrels. Supplies are 


19,878 barrels, as compared with 18,888 
barrels for the previous week, and 
2%849 barrels for the corresponding 
week last year, At Wilmington 
the market closed at 37e. At 
At Jacksonville the price was 37c. 
Stocks in London on July 30 were 


26,178 barrels, compared with 19,400 bar- 


rels in 1914, and 26,002 barrels in 19138, 
for equal dates. The following table 
shows the range of prices for spirits 
of turpentine in the local market for 
each day during the last week.

COCOANUT.—The week closed with 
the undertone of the market not so 
firm. Several round lots arrived dur- 
ing the week for which importers ap- 
peared willing to shade the market in 
erder to attract buyers. Early in the 
week London quoted Ceylon oil c. i. f. 
at £39 15s per ton, September-October 
shipment, but late in the week there 
were sellers at £39 2s 6d, afloat or 
shipment. Ceylon was offered on the 
spot as low as 8%c. per pound, but the 
best open quotation was around 9%%c. 
Ceylon oil for shipment closed at 9c 
Philippine oil was not offered as pro- 
ducers seemed to be pretty well sold 
up. Cochin oil on the spot held at 
104%@11%c. per pound as to quantity, 
with distant deliveries available at 
9%c. The consuming demand was 
rather quiet. Domestic oil was offered 
at 8%c. per pound, spot and forward 
shipment. Imports of cocoanut oil in 
June amounted to 6,919,185 pounds, 
against 5,188,781 pounds in June, 1914. 
Importations for the year ending with 
June amounted to _ 638,135,428 pounds, 
against 74,386,213 pounds in 1914 and 
50,504,192 pounds in 1913. 

CORN OIL.—There was little if any 
change in the market during the week. 
Leading interests held out for $5.96 per 
100 pounds for car-lots, but independent 
operators offered supplies on the basis 
of $5.70 and even better. There was a 
fair export demand, but locally business 
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remained inactive. Refined oil held at 
$6.15 per 100-pounds, f. 0. b. dock. Ex- 
ports of corn oil in June amounted to 
773,780 pounds, as against 2,140,493 
pounds in June, 1914. Exports for the 
year ending with June amounted to 17,- 
689,635 pounds, as against 18,281,576 
pounds in 1914. 

OLIVE OIL.—Prices were steady in 
sympathy with foreign markets. The 
demand was quiet for both the dena- 
tured oil and foots. Denatured oil closed 
unchanged at 85@90c. per gallon, spot 
delivery. Prime green foots held around 
8c. per pound. Imports of denatured 
oil in June amounted to 100,342 gallons, 
against 38,070 gallons in June, 1914. Im- 
ports of olive oil foots in June amounted 
to 1,927,099 pounds, which compares 
with 1,071,961 pounds in the same month 
last year. 

PALM OIL.—Arrivals from Liverpool 
and African ports have been quite 
heavy and prices weakened under freer 
offerings. Lagos palm oil was offered 
during the week as low as 6c. per 
pound, spot delivery, with off grades 
even lower. The demand was quiet 
throughout the week. At the close deal- 
ers were asking 6%c. per pound for 
Lagos and 6%c. per pound for red 
prime. On forward shipments prices 
were virtually on a basis with spot oil. 
Imports in June amounted to 2,798,997 
pounds, against 7,522,091 pounds in 
June, 1914. Imports for the fiscal year 
ending with June amounted to 31,500,661 
pounds, against 58,040,202 pounds in 
1914. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—Offerings 
from abroad were liberal on the old 
basis. Dealers here offered palm kernel 
oil for spot delivery at 8%c. per pound, 
with futures nominal at 8%c. per pound. 
Imports in June amounted to 449,690 
pounds against 2,937,414 pounds in June 
last year, Imports for the twelve 
months ending with June amounted to 
4,905,852 pounds, as against 34,327,60u 
= in 1914, and 23,569,031 pounds in 

913. 

PEANUT OIL.—There was no im- 
provement in the demand for soap- 
grades of peanut oil. Prices were mere- 
ly nominal on the basis of 65@70c. per 
gallon. Imports in June amounted to 
41,164 gallons, against 77,958 gallons in 
June, 1914. Imports for the year end- 
ing with June amounted to 852,905 gal- 
lons, 1,337,136 gallons in 1914. 

RAPESEED OIL.—There was a mod- 
erate demand for rapeseed oil and with 
foreign markets steady prices were well 
maintained. Leading importers quote 
from 75c. to 76c. per gallon for the Eng- 
lish refined, spot and nearby delivery. 
Blown oil was quoted at 78@79c. per 
gallon. Imports of rapeseed oil into the 
United States in June amounted to 136,- 
029 gallons, against 140,159 gallons in 
June a year ago. Imports for the fiscal 
year ending with June amounted to 1,- 
498,642 gallons, as against 1,464,265 gal- 
lons in 1914 and 1,549,728 gallons in 
1913. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—With competing 
oils former prices were steadier at the 
close of the week, but quotably un- 
changed. The demand was dull. Im- 
porters quote the market at 5% @é6c. per 
pound for spot oil in cooperage. For 
cased oil, forward shipment, 5%4c. was 
the nominal quotation. Imports in June 
amounted to 1,251,347 pounds, against 
498,863 pounds in June, 1914. Imports 
for the year ending with June amounted 
to 19,206,521 pounds, which compares

COD OIL.—Imports from Newfound- 
land last week included 248 packages.

LARD OIL.—Export trade in lard oil 
has been fair of late, but domestic 
business shows little if any improve- 
ment. Prices were unsettled due to 
the constantly fluctuating lard mar- 
ket. Exports of lard oil from the 
United States for the month of June 
amounted to 25,112 gallons, as against 
11,461 gallons for the same month last 
year. Exports for the year ending 
with June amounted to 184,018 gallons, 
against 111,199 gallons in 1914 and 154,- 
983 gallons in 1913. At the close dealers 
were asking:—Prime, 84@88c. per gal- 
lon; off prime, 65@67c.; extra No. 1, 
61@63c.;: No. 2, 54@56c.

f. o. b. factory. The catch to date in 
the Chesapeake Bay district is approxi- 
mately 26,400 tubs short of last year’s 
figures, and the 1914 season was a poor 
one at that. According to statistics 
coming from an authoritative source, 


the total catch of menhaden in the 
Chesapeake from June 1 to August 
21 amounted to about 147,200 tubs, 


which compares with 173,600 tubs for 
the corresponding period last year. In 
the North the fishing has been so poor 


that one concern, the Niantic Men- 
haden Oil and Guano Company has 
been forced into a receivership. The 


total production of menhaden oil in the 
Northern district, which comprises 
Delaware, New Jersey, Long Island 
and Connecticut, is estimated at 4,000 
barrels. It is believed that the com- 
bined output of the Southern and 
Northern factories so far this season 
amounts to aproximately 20,000 barrels 
of oil, which compares with 45,000 to 
50,000 barrels in a normal year. The 
fish have been running very poorly in 
oil content. Trading in pressed oils 
was on a routine basis only, with prices 


holding around 39c. for the light 
strained, 42c. for the yellow bleached 
and 44c. for the white bleached. 
NEATSFOOT OIL. — Trading was 
quiet, but with offerings on the spot 


limited prices were well maintained by 
leading sellers. Dealers quote from 
92c. to 94c. for the 20 degrees cold test, 
86@88c. for the 30 degrees cold test, 80 
@82c. for the 40 degrees cold test, 62@ 
64c. for the prime and 56@58c. for the 
dark.

Saturday Noon, Aug. 28, 1915. 

The tendency of prices for both 
crude and refined products was up- 
ward during the past week. An ad- 
vance of 10c. a barrel in the price of 
Kansas and Oklahoma oil on Satur- 
day a wek ago, establishing a basis 
of 75e. for this grade, brought out a 
very firm undertone in all other fields. 
Pennsylvania oils were marked up from 
3 to 5c. a barrel, with Ohio and Canada 
crude 5c. higher, and Texas grades up 
lOc. for the week. Net changes for 
the week are indicated in the following 
tabulation :—

Contrary to expectations the higher 
market for crude has not stimulated 
interest in development work in the 
principal producing fields of the East. 
The advance of from 3 to 5c. in the 
Eastern oifs was rather disappointing 
to operators who had been anticipating 
further jumps of 10c. a barrel. This 
created a feeling of uncertainty in 
some quarters, with the result that 
nothing out of the ordinary was ac- 
complished in the way of new work. 

A review of the operations in 
Eastern fields shows but slight 
changes when compared with the pre- 
vious week. Operators seemed to be 
interested more in the advance in 
prices for oil than in starting the 
drill. The Evans City town pool has, 
in the opinion of trade authorities, 
reached its high point, and from latest 
reports the wells are now depreciating. 
There was little if any change in the 
Southeastern Ohio district. Consider- 
able test work is going on in the new 
field in Tennessee, near Oneida, Scott 
County, but this has not resulted in 
anything as yet. Illinois furnishea 
thirty-eight completions, of which 
seven were dry, giving new produc- 
tion of 1,085 barrels. The total for the 
Eastern fields, comprising Pennsyl- 
vania, West Virginia, Southeastern 
Ohio, Kentucky, Northwestern Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois, shows 124 comple- 
tions, against seventy-nine the previous 
week. New production amounted to 
1,815 barrels, against 1,505 for the pre- 
ceding week. There were forty-nine 
holes, against thirty-four the week be- 
fore. 

The latest advance in the price ot 
Kansas and Oklahoma oil has not 
aroused much enthusiasm among op- 
erators in the Mid-Continent field. 
Conditions in all of the fields under- 
went comparatively little change. The 
opinion prevails among the operators 


that the market will soon be near the 
dollar mark and it is believed that not 
until their ideas are realized will new 
work be undertaken on a large scale. 
According to reports, many of the in- 
dependent refiners have been caught 
with rather small stocks of cheap 
crude and they are now compelled to 
pay the higher prices, The output of 
the famous Cushing pool is gradually 
decreasing and the quality continues 
to show deterioration. No new pools 
have been discovered in the Mid-Con- 
tinent district. Independent refiners 
are much aroused over the recent sharp 
uplift in the prices for crude, inasmuch 
as the leading interests have not ad- 
vanced their quotations for finished 
products to meet the higher cost of 
production. Independents have, it is 
said, named several advances in the 
price of napthas, amounting to as 
much as 2c. a gallon. On the other 
hand, it is reported that the large re- 
finers have not announced any im- 
portant changes. 

Production in the Northwestern 
Louisiana field soared above the 50,000 
barrel mark for the second time in 
two weeks. This heavy output was at- 
tributed to the completion of ten wells 
in the new Crichton district, in Rea 
River parish, some of them being in 
the gusher class. Most of the new 
production is said to be good quality 
refinable oil. 

Heavy damage was sustained by oil 
men in the Gulf Coast fields on ac- 
count of the storm which swept that 
territory. All railway and pipe line 
wires were down and it was impossible 
to obtain any close estimate of the 
losses. Estimates of the amount of 
damage done range from $1,000,000 to 
$2,000,006. 

The July report of the operations in 
the California fields show but slight 
changes. The July production was 
placed at 7,750,000 barrels, with ship- 
ments of 7,600,000 barrels. The Cali- 
fornia market has not responded tu 
the generally better conditions which 
prevail in the oil industry throughout 
the East. Quotations for crude have 
undergone no change within the past 
week. 

Importations of Mexican crude at 
New York were quite heavy during the 
week, Imports of crude oil into the 
United States for the fiscal year end- 
ing with June amounted to 653,707,517 
gallons, against 773,052,480 gallons in 
1914 and 510,660,641 gallons in 1913. 


REFINED PRODUCTS, 


The advances in the price of crude 
have strengthened the market for re- 
fined products in all sections of the 
country. Two price changes were an- 
nounced by local refiners during the 
past week, one being an advance of 
cent per gallon in the Export quota- 
tion for napthas, all grades, and the 
other an increase of 1 cent per gallon 
in the domestic quotation for Varnish 
Makers’ and Painters’ deodorized nap- 
tha. There were no further changes

KENTUCKY-TENNESSEE PETRO- 
LEUM FIELDS. 

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Barbourville, Ky., Aug. 25, 1915. 

With petroleum prices on the upgrade the 
Kentucky-Tennessee districts are taking on 
new life. Effect of market advances are not 
yet felt in gains in completed work, but lease- 
takers have redoubled activity in most of the 
fields and drilling rigs long idle are being 
brought out and moved to new locations, The 
advances, totaling 20 cents per barrel, on Som 
erset and 4 cents per barrel on Ragland, are 
opportune just now, when the discovery of 
new fields in Tennessee is causing some ex 
citement. In the Scott county, Tenn., district, 
there has been an influx of operators, who are 
expecting one of the most prolific fields in the 
two States to be developed in that direction. 
In Allen county, Ky., near the Tennessee line, 
upward prices are also bringing in many new 
operators, while all the settled fields are on 
the eve of renewed development. 

Completed work lately has been restricted to 
the proven areas of Eastern Kentucky, with 
strikes reported from Wayne, Wolfe and Law- 
rence counties, Three new strikes and one 
failure constitute the week’s completed work 
in Wayne county, none of the strikes exceeding 
15 barrels in capacity. In the Stillwell district 
of Wolfe courty a well of 15 barrels capacity 
is reported, with a strike of similar yield in 
the old Busseyville district of Lawrence county. 
Wayne county operations continue the most 
important in extent, with over half the drilling 
rigs now in commission in Kentucky to its 
credit. The Griffin and Pisgah pools are scenes 
of several new tests, with a number of wildcat 
wells drilling in advance of these pools. Bet- 
ter prices will inspire advance work in the 
deep-sand areas of Wolfe, Morgan and Law- 
rence counties, where developments for a year 
past have been restricted to small proven areas. 
Some counties removed from the pipe lines will 
also be in line for renewed activity. 

In the new Scott and Allen county fields no 
new completions have been reported. Drilling 
supplies are slow in getting into these fields, 
due to distance from sources of supplies. The 
three completions in the Oneida pool, Scott 
county, are not being pumped regularly be- 
cause of lack of storage, but a settled daily 
production of 50 to 100 barrels for each well is 
claimed. ; : 

Frankfort, Kentucky’s capital, ts being pro- 
vided with natural gas from the Eastern Ken- 
tucky and West Virginia belt. The Frankfort 
Natural Gas Company will extend its lines tp 
connect with the natural gas trunk line coming 
to centra! Kentucky. 


GULF COAST OIL FIELDS. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Houston, Tex., Aug. 21, 1915. 
All railway and pipe line wires to the Coastal 
oll fields have been down all week, and it is 
impossible to form a very close estimate of 
the amount of damage done by the West Indian 
hurricane that swept the Gulf Coast region 
last Monday night. However, from the best 
information obtainable it is thought that the 
damage to producing properties, refineries, pipe 
lines and telegraph and telephone lines will be 
not far from $1,000,000 either way. 
Not a single field from Welsh, in Louisiana, 
to Markham, in Texas, and from Thrall, in 


Central Texas, to Humble, in South Texas, 68- 
caped damage. At Edgerly practically every 
derrick was either demolished or badly dam- 
aged, and at Spindletop only one derrick was 
left standing. At Sour Lake thirty-six der- 
ricks were left standing out of 400, while at 
Humble 80 per cent. were blown down. Near- 
ly every wildcat derrick in the Coastal coun- 
try is down, and it will be weeks in many 
cases before work can be resumed again on 
account of high water and the condition of the 
roads from mud and bridges having been 
swept away. Work will be resumed at most 
locations as soon as new material can be 
blaced on the ground, but in some instances 
the tests will be abandoned. A conservative 
estimate on derricks alone would be a loss of 
90 per cent. in all fields, which would bring 
the total to close to 1,200. 

So far only two fatalities have been reported, 
At Sour Lake C. H. Neal, a pumper in the 
employ of Bradley & Caniff, was killed. He 
had taken refuge in the power house and a der- 
rick blew down on the building, which col- 
lapsed, causing his death beneath the falling 
debris. At Port Arthur Slim Stolze, a re- 
finery employe of the Gulf Refining Company, 
Was drowned. In Houston A. F. Denniston, 
chief of scouts for the Corsicana Petroleum 
Company, was caught by the wind and thrown 
against the curbing, from which he suffered 
severe bruises and sprains and will be laid up 
for several weeks. There are harrowing tales 
of drilling crews working on wildcats who 
were marooned and had to swim for miles to 
get food and water. One crew working on a 
test in Brazoria county had taken refuge in a 
house on high ground along with a number of 
people, and the wind carried the building 250 
yards and spilled the occupants out as the 
house rolled along at the rate of 110 miles an 
hour. No one was killed, although several 
sustained fractured limbs and severe con- 
cussions. All held on to the high prairie grass 
until the fury of the wind had subsided to 
keep from being blown into the deep water and 
drowned. 

As it costs about $175 to rebiild a derrick, 
the producers in the Coastal fields have lost 
from this source alone $210,000. Counting the 
damage to power plants, stations, telephone 
and telegraph wires, tanks and other items, 
their total loss will not fall far from $500,000. 
This does not take into consideration the loss 
in production and damage to salt water wells 
caused by standing until repairs can be made. 
The refineries were hard hit. At Port Arthur, 
where the mammoth works of the Texas and 
Gulf plants are located, the grounds and some 
of the buildings were flooded, the water run- 
ning over the floors of some of the buildings 
to a depth of five feet. The Texas Company 
lost a tank filled with oil with a capacity of 
37,500 barrels. The roofs of some of the build- 
ings and many of the tanks were blown off 
and some of the refined products destroyed. 
The worst damage was done to the new build- 
ings, each company having new wax plants 
under construction. At Texas City, where the 
loss of life is placed at nineteen, the Pterce- 
Fordyce Oil Association was a heavy loser 
from damage to refinery and oil in storage 
At Galveston the Southern Pacific is known to 
have lost one large storage tank at its plant 
where it mixes heavy and light Mexican crude 
for fuel oil on the railroad. Heavy damages 
were also reported to the Gulf Pipe Line Com- 
pany’s mixing station at Lynchburg, midway 
between Houston and Galveston, on the ship 
channel, but the extent has not been learned, 
as high water has prevented anything more 


“than a cursory examination. 


Already the work of rebuilding and repair- 
ing the damage is well under way, but it will 
be at least a month before all branches of the 
oil industry in South Texas, Southern Louis~ 
iana and Central Texas are again in full 
swing. Rig builders and carpenters of every 
degree and description in the storm section 
are in great demand, and common labor is 
reaping a harvest at increased prices and as 
many hours a day work as they care to put in. 
The recent upturn in the prices of crude at 
the wells had started a big wave of develop- 
ment work, which will be only temporarily 
checked. 

There were no changes in credit balance 
quotations in any of the Coastal fields for the 
week ending August 21, but North Texas and 
Thrall crude were given a raise of 5 cents a 
barrel August 20, making the prices now 70 
cents a barrel. Contract prices in Gulf Coast 
fields were further strengthened during the 
week when the Gulf Pipe Line Company con- 
tracted for Sour Lake crude with one of the 
producing companies for its entire output until 
the close of the year at 75 cents a barrel. Pro- 
ducers are now looking for the price of Coastal) 
crude to reach $1 a barrel before the end of: 
the year. 


Owing to the fact that all wires in the Guirt 
Coast region were out of commission there- 
were no complete drilling reports received by: 
any of the large producing companies during: 
the week. From some of the districts partial 
reports were received. At Humble the Farm- 
ers’ Petroleum Company completed Na 11 
Stevenson, and it is reported as good for 200 
barrels. In the same field the J. M. Guffey 
Petroleum Company got a dry hole in its test 
west of Humble on the Bender tract. At 
Edgerly the Gulf Refining Company got a good 
well on the Higgins fee tract. The well start- 
ed with 3,000 barrels-of fluid, 1,000 barrels oil 
and 2,000 barrels salt water. In the Edger-y 
field salt water is not looked upon as a menace,. 
as the oil is of such low grade in many of 
the wells that it will not flow unless accom-~ 
panied by water. 

There were undoubtedly other completions in 
some of the other districts, but they will have 
to be included in the summary of next week. 
One feature about the destruction of derricks 
is that the big derricks in the older fields 
where, drilling rigs were on the derrick floors, 
were not blown down only in a few instances, 
so that the new work will not be retarded so 
much as at first expected. More damage was 
done accordingly to wildcat rigs, where the 
wind had a good change to get at them.

Seventh Annual Meeting Held Last Week at Milwaukee—Developments of the Past Year Reviewed by President E. A. 
Wadhams—Association to be Incorporated Under Title of Independent Oil Men’s Association. 


The seventh annual meeting of the In- 
dependent Petroleum Marketers Associa- 
tion was held at Milwaukee, Wis., be- 
ginning on Wednesday of last week and 
continuing through Friday. There were 
nearly i,000 members and supply men 
present at the meeting. 


Wednesday Afternoon Session. 


Nearly five hundred members and 
guests attended the opening luncheon, in 
the Fern room of the Hotel Pfister, when 
the convention was opened with an ad- 
dress of welcome. 

President E. A. Wadhams introduced 
A. G. McGuire, chairman of the Milwau- 
kee general entertainment committee, to 
welcome the visitors, and he made a 
speech, in which he declared that the city 
was thrown open to the strangers within 
the gates. 

President Wadhams called for reports 
on ‘“How’s Business and Why?’ He 
ealied on men from various states to re- 
port on their localities, and they were 
strictly limited to the one minute of the 
program allowance. . 

“Some of us are optimists,” he said, 
“and some are pessimists. Talks of one 
minute each will give us all a better ap- 
preciation of the problems confronting 
all of us, and will reconcile the optimis- 
tic phases of the situation with the pessi- 
mistic, and encourage us to go forward 
without being too confident of the out- 
come to become careless in trade meth- 
ods. 


“First of all I want to call on Illinois, 
where they blame $1,250.000 of fires on 
petroleum, whose 150,000 motor cars— 
mostly at Chicago—cause everyone to 
start in the gasoline business; whose fill- 


ing stations are numerous, and whose 
prices are low—are they?” : 
“The filling station is the ultimate 

method of marketing gasoline,’’ respond- 


ed Guy S. Sweeney, of Peoria, ‘‘and this 
is because of the cheapness with which 
they can be handled. The expense of 
maintenance must be charged to the ac- 
count of overhead expense. The filling 
station is the cheapest method of mar- 
keting gasoline, and the most popular. 
The public is anxious to get gasoline this 
way. They like the filling station. They 
like them in the city and in the country 
alike.”’ 

Kansas was next called for, with E. C. 
Winter, of Topeka, as the sponsor for 
the State, with the following question:— 

“What's the matter with Kansas? Too 
much oil and gas—581,000 barrels last year, 
a third more than the year before; too 
much rain, a fourth more than last year; 
too many motor cars, 60,000, a sixth over 
the year before—is Kansas raising corn, 
or what?” 

“The filling station is the principal 
trouble with us,’ was the reply; ‘“‘we 
have too many troubles, we have them 
on every other corner. Every town of 
any size has a tank station. The Kansas 
consumption of gasoline is because there 
are more people in the oil business to 
sell it.” 

Then came Pennsylvania, with T. B. 
Westgate, of Titusville, as the spokes- 
map. The query put to Pennsylvania 
was:— 

*‘Pennsylvania—now celebrating the 
fifty-sixth anniversary of the discovery 
of petrecleum by Drake at Titusville, Au- 
gust 27, 1859; and last year this country 
produced 290,000,000 barrels of crude oil, 
and Pennsylvania dropped, since Drake’s 
time, from first to eighth place in the 
list of states producing oil; Oklahoma oil 
is now being sold there; has the refiner 
any right to live?’ 

And here was the reply:— 

“There is no quarrel between Pennsyl- 
vania and Oklahoma. The very best oil 
comes from the Oklahoma. fields, and 
Pennsylvania extends her congratula- 
tions We are not sorry prices are so 
high, with 800,000 barrels produced daily, 
for there is just so much more for the 
refiners to put on the market. The fam- 
ilies of America must have Pennsylvania 
oil for their grease. Oklahoma is: rolling 
in wealth produced by gasoline. But 
these men are prosperous because of their 
individuality. -They are prosperous not 
because they were grubstaked, but be- 
cause they grubstaked themselves to suc- 
cess and have succeeded by the power of 
their personality, by selling good goods, 
and by good selling of good goods. We 
are glad Oklahoma can furnish what we 
lack. Otherwise gasoline would be a lux- 
ury, not the necessity it is now.”’ 

“St. Paul, the home of Joe Bartles, 
where every time he takes a drink the 
price goes up, or is that Matt Kunz? 
Here’s where the State’s 82,600 autos reg- 
ister, and where they still collect an in- 
spection fee.”’ 

‘“‘We must look the fact in the face that 
at the country stations there is the heav- 
iest competition,’”’ said C. L. MaGuire in 
response. “In the country the _ people 
would not stand a raise of prices, but 
in the city they might. However, strong 
as are the independents in the Twin 
Cities, there is a law which forbids us to 
discriminate between the city and the 
country. We cannot raise the price in 
the country without raising that in the 
city also, and vice versa. However, we 
may have to come to the question of a 
change in prices in time. A raise over 
present figures must come, but there will 
be a lot of fellows who will sweat blood 
before this fight is ended.”’ 

After Minnesota, President Wadhams 
sprung a surprise by calling for Jackson, 
Mich., in the person of A. J. Callaghan. 
to speak of Michigan, and especially of 
Detroit. Here was the introduction of 
Michigan’s attributes:— 

“Our chief producer of gasoline con- 
sumers now operates 100,000 cars, an in- 
crease of 25 per cent. over last year; ’tis 
said the productivity of Detroit has hurt 








Grand Rapids—furniture is neither neces- 
sity nor luxury; it simply is not; the 
folks back home are mortgaging it to buy 
cars at Detroit. How’s the State feeling 
Detroit’s prosperity?” 

“The State of Michigan is proud of De- 
troit and of everythisg and every person 
in it,” was the reply. 

Ohio was then called upon, with Wal- 
ter Keenan, of Cincinnati, reporting, to 
the tune of “lightest rainfall practically 
in the country, 75 per cent. of normal; 
with a 12-cent filling station at Cleveland, 
and a good part of Ohio working on war 
yrders, cash in advance.”’ 

“Southern Ohio is prosperous,’’ replied 
Mr. Keenan. ‘‘There has been a wonder- 
ful change in the last six to eight 
months. Steel interests are trying to or- 
ganize a company to make shrapnel to 
supply foreign armies, and foreign cap- 
ital is coming into the State in demand 


question of the oil prices, in some sharp- 
ly-pointed phrases. ; ; 
“The opposition raised the price of oil 
one cent. And we immediately met the 
advance. Then the other fellows hung 
out signs that gas was down to the same 
old prices, and we met the cut. How it 
will all end is a question, but everybody 
will stick. Profits of past years are hang- 
ing in the balance, but we are all glad 
we are living, and if we can’t do any- 
thing else we'll get out and sell roof ce- 
ment. We are a community of lubricants, 
and propose to keep on hammering at 
this end of the business.” : 
“Here’s to Minnesota,’ was President 
Wadhams’ next introduction. ‘‘Everyone 
followed the last cut in the market, and 
up there they give away gasoline at 10% 
cents; but the keenest competitien is in 
building filling stations—when the Han- 
cocks build one, Van Tilburg hires a car-

for various supplies. Dayton is busy 
making war munitions. The mercantile 
trade in Cincinnati is looming up rapidly 
with a 30 per cent. increase in the last 
six months. We are lame in motor car 
manufacturing, but every farmer is get- 
ting to be a user of automobiles. There 
has been a 12 per cent. increase in sales 
of motor cars in Southern Ohio, chiefly 
te farmers. We believe that the next 
two years will be the most successful on 
record.”’ ; 

Mr. Sanderson suggested, ane to 
lubrication in his talk, saying:—‘‘I have 
been a grease man for many years, and 
since the price shake-up am more so than 
ever. It would be a good thing for this 
association to go more deeply imto the 
problem of lubricants. For the last two 
or three years we have heard little but 
discussions of gasoline. Let us have a 
change. Several have resigned from tne 
association because of the manner in 
which lubricants have been ignored in 
convention programs. We should have 
as one phase of each convention a ses- 
sion devoted to lubricants. As to the 
general problem of marketing, let me 
urge you all tO market your goods on 
your identity. If you do this, you'll get 
home with the bacon. Sell on your indi- 
viduality, and you'll get there. Get down 
to the general proposition to the special- 
ties, and get away from gasoline, espe- 
cially during the present shake-up.” 

President Wadhams declared the point 
about. lubricants was well taken and said 
that he would appoint a committee when 
asked by a business session to do so, to 
take up this problem. : 

He them called’ on F. C. Bretsnyder, of 
Si. Louis, to ask about the flood, and if 
automobiles there are mounted on boats, 
but Mr. Bretsnyder jumped right into the 


penter, then McLaughlin gets a_ stone 
mason; spilling filling stations all the way 
from Minneapolis to St. Paul is the latest 
amusement in the Twin Cities.” 

“Minneapolis conditions are essentially 
the same as in St. Paul,’ declared F. E. 
Van Tilburg, ‘‘for we don’t -know just 
what to do with the latest change in the 
price situation. We must méet the new 
prices by more filling stations. We can 
market more cheaply by filling stations, 
because of the margin of profit in pro- 
portion to the expense of maintenance. 
There is fine profit in specialties, and by 
handling these intelligently we can ac- 
cept a smaller margin of profit on_ the 
light oils. Daily reports are good from 
our territory. We have lost some coun- 
try business with the new price quota- 
tions, but the general volume of busi- 
ness has increased in the last few months. 
I believe firmly in co-operation of the 
marketers by an exchange of ideas such 
as these, and in our situation co-opera- 
tion is vital.” 

A. H. Caward, of Waterloo, Ia., was 
introduced as from the State where it 
rains every day when the sun_ should 
shine, and his theme was harmony among 
the jobbers. 

“Success for the jobbers comes solely 
from harmony,” he said. “In Iowa we 
are one happy family, and any jobber in 
Iowa can call for assistance from any 
other jobber, for a tank car, or a tank 
wagon, even in the same town, and to 
aid a brother in the business sell to a 
‘ustomer of both. We talk over the situ- 
ation often, and get good prices by har- 
mony of action. Never until the past 
year have we sold at the same prices as 
our competitor. Even now we meet the 
opposition, prices only on the best grade. 
We do not market our output by grades,

Follow up your steel barrels twice a month 
with a printed postal card. When your cus 
tomer has paid one or more invoices from 
which he deducted your charge for steel] bar- 
rels, send his next statement showing that he 
owes for steel barrels deducted and dates of in 
voices deducted therefrom. A letter then ask 
ing immediate return or payment for the bar- 
rels will get results, 

We hear again and again that our competi- 
tor does not make a big fuss about the prompt 
return of steel barrels, Gentlemen, we hear 
this from the trade because we allow ourselves 
to be negligent in the proper attention to this 
matter. We are too inclined to give more at- 
tention to the sale of our oil. Let all of us 
over and again and again impress our sales 
men; our truckmen and our customers that we 
must get back promptly our steel barrels and 
wagon cans. Keep this before all interested 
parties all of the time and we will find more 
dealers and more consumers providing storage 
at their expense. Our large competitor will 
be more strict as to the return of his steel 
barrels when’ he knows that he has not a com- 
petitor loaning shipping containers for storage 
purposes, 

If your steel barrel equipment does not 
carry a faucet for each package, make it an 
iron-clad rule to charge at a profit for faucet 
furnished. Do not take back faucets, 

Many of our products can be and are sold 
in the one shipper package. The price of the 
goods should invariably include the cost of the 
package: added into the selling price of the 
oil 2: a profit. 

Put on a campaign and keep at it to interest 
the dealer to sell steel barrels to the consumer 
and relieve you of having your shipping pack- 
ages loaned to the consumer, 

Do we realize the large expense that our 
steel barrel depreciation acount if at 10 per 
cent. annually that at the end of ten years we 
have had an expense of $3,989,760, and add to 
this the packages lost and replaced at 1 per 
cent. annually for ten years $398,976? We" 
then find that our total steel barre] investment 
for ten years, and worthless at the end of 
ten years, which has been an expense item, 
amounts to $4,388,736. 

Contrast 6 per cent. annually on an in- 
vestment of our steel barrel account of 
$3,989,760, which will in ten years pay 
$2,393,856, and you will also have your invest- 
ment intact at the ‘end of the ten years. So 
that the loss on account of your steel barrel 
investment in ten years amounts to $6,782,586. 

This loss item is in your overhead expense 
of conducting your business. We all know 
that we have more steel barrels than would be 
required to do the present volume of business 
if the packages were returned promptly and in 
good order. 

In closing I recommend for your discussion 
at this time my suggestion that our associa- 
tion vote ‘‘Yes’’ to a resolution that thirty 
days is a reasonable length of time from date

of invoice for the customer to furnish bill of 
Yading showing the return of our steel barrels 
and that our members agree not to sell those 
parties who habitually ignore this time limit 
The interest in this paper was such that 
there was a series of requests from the 
floor for a chance to give it further at- 
tention later with questions and general 
discussion, and in promising to name a 
committee iater to investigate this ques- 
tion. President Wadhams closed the dis- 
cussion with an appeal for a thorough 
study by all delegates, to the problems 
discussed at the meetings of the asso- 
ciation, and for the making of the as- 
sociation an energetic living organization 

Before the adjournment, Judge M. J. 
Byrne, of Waterbury, Conn., was called 
upon to explain the preliminary plans for 
the incorporation of a new association of 
oil men to take the place of the present 
association. He said that it had been de- 
cided to incorporate and to abolish the 
Collection department, both of these steps 
having been authorized by the last con- 
vertion 

“We wished to dispose of the question 
of individual liability, as one phase of 
the new organization,’ he said, ‘‘and had 
thought to go forward and incorporate at 
once, then to name a board of directors 
to be supplanted when this convention 
was held. Later, however, we thought it 
better to leave this for the present con- 
vention to do, and dispose of the entire 
probiem at one time. Later on we shall 
want to have a full and free discussion, 
in order to make the new organization 
one formed upon the best possible bases 
of information. Some material changes 
of the association’s fundamental laws are 
in mind, and later problems are those of 
assessments and dues.”’ 

The members who wished to continue 
were then asked to sign cards as fol- 
lows:

Wednesday Evening Session, 


One of the best attended sessions of 
the convention was that held Thursday 
evening, when two formal papers were 
read, on the relations of the jobber ana 
and refiner, and on economy in tank sta- 
tions, before the convention took up in 
detail and general discussion the prob- 
lem of the steel barrel, broached at the 
ovening session. O. H. Willlams, of the 
Mutual Oil Company of Kansas City, was 
the first speaker on the topic, “‘What Is 
an Onl Jobber—A Definition.”’ His paper 
was followed by some discussion, but 
this was ended with a motion to name a 
committee of jobbers and refiners to pre- 
pare and file a report later in the week 
on this problem, which was agreed to be 
responsible for today’s demoralized con- 
litions. 

Mr Williams said:

than in most any other line of business So 
much more the reason why the oil business 
should have more safeguards thrown around 
it; but instead of being safeguarded it seems

: it has been cut loose from its 
moorings and allowed to drift with the cur 
rent, and today it has just about gone adrift 
on the rocks In order for the oil business to 
il smoothly on the commercial seas and be 
lided safely to its proper destiny there mus 
be injected into it certain elements and prin-

e Cushing field, with its large production 
of crude oil, with the number of new refiner 
ies and the increased capacity of the old re 
fineries in Kans and Oklahoma, created a 
production greater than the consumption. At 
times the refineries have had their tanks full 
of oils, and at the same time have contracts 
to take a definite amount of crude oil each

Is it possible to move a gallonage to the 
amount of at least 360 to 400 gallons per wagon 
per day? (Figuring on a motor truck, dowble 
the gallonage should be obtainable.) 

Many times one can develop the approximate 
amount of oil and gasoline being sold in a 
xiven section, but if this information is not 
available a fair basis is to figure that there 
is a consumption of oil and gasoline together 
te the extent of at least one gallon per cap 
ita per month Thus a town or district within 
u ten-mile radius having a population of, say, 
30,000, should provide a monthly market of 
ayt least 30,000 gallons of kerosene and gaso 
line. Taking for granted that a new jobber 
should figure on securing not over one-third 
of the gallonage, this would give him a month 
ly output of 10,000 gallons 

As a rule, due consideration should be given 
to picking out territory where natural gas and 
electricity are not too cheap The gallonage 
would be fairly evenly divided between kero- 
sere and gasoline, thus assuring the marketer 
a fair output both in winter and summer. 
Usually the summer business is considerably 
heavier than the winter business on account 
of the increased consumption, due to automo- 
biles. 

If figuring on more equipment than one 
wagon this factor of, say, 400 gallons per 
wagon per day has been found to work out 
very hicely Therefore, if you want to operate 
two wagons be sure about 60,000 gallons are 
being sold by your competitors 

Assuming one knows now how much gallon 
age he cculd market in a given section, he 
should figure on what his costs are going to 
be laid down, also what his approximate cost 
of marketing will be He can figure the prin 
cipal items in the cost of marketing as fol 
lows: 

Cost of operating a two-horse tank wagon, 
including salary of driver, feed, shoeing of 
team, repairs and depreciation, >) per day 

Rent, telephone, taxes, insurance, stationery 
and postage 

Divide this approximate total expense by the 
gallonage you expect to move and you will 
have the approximate cost of marketing. 

Taking your refinery costs, add your freight, 
the inspection and your cost of marketing, and 
you can develop what margin of profit you can 
figure on 

Assuming you can now see your way clear 
decide whether you can secure a sure source 
of supply 

LOCATION AS TO PLANT ITSELF. 

Look up the local ordinance and find out 
what the requirements are concerning oil 
plants. Erect your plant on a piece of well 
drained land as near to the section consum- 
ing the most kerosene and gasoline as possi- 
ble. 

Secure a railroad. lease if at all possible. 

Try to secure a location with a switch al- 
ready in. 

If at all possible, locate where you can 
empty tank cars by gravity and fill your tank 
wagons from your storage tanks by gravity. 

Be careful, however, in doing this not to get 
into a mud hole. 

Stay away from locations reached by high 
water or those not accessible to a good road. 

Give due consideration to your surroundings 
Do not locate close to and thereby endanger 
residences or factory buildings. 

INSTALLATION OF FLANT. 


Figure on making your plant as neat as pos- 
sible, thus insuring you the commendation 
instead of the condemnation of your neigh- 
bors. 

Keep your tanks, buildings. and pipe lines 
painted and your premises clean. 

Piace your storage tanks away from build- 
ings as far as possible. 

I prefer horizontal tanks placed on concrete 
foundations 

Figure when at all possible on ‘‘fool-proof’’ 
piping; that is, put your lines overhead, un- 
loading from the dome of tank cars and into 
the top of your storage tanks. This does away 
with many valves, lessens the chances of mis- 
take and keeps your lines tight because the 
lines are open and are not so subject to the 
strain of expansion and contraction of their 
contents 

By having the lines overhead, if any leaks 
develop they are bound to be seen. 

In view of the fact that no raw lights should 
be used around an oil plant, and it is there- 
fore necessary when electricity is available to 
have one’s plant wired, we prefer the use of 
a motor for pumping in preference to other 
motive power. Always place your motor and 
your pumps in a separate small building, 
placing the motor as far above the croind as 
possible, thus keeping your sparks au) from 
the heavy gasoline vapors that wi ttle. 

Elevate your pumps a foot or +9 aiwve the 
floor, so that they are accessible at all times. 
Put strainers in your suction lines so that 
you will not damage your pumps. 
Use filling tanks with graduat eauzes for 
loading tank wagons if you are tiguring on 
operating more than one wagon. 
MANAGEMENT OF DISTRIBUTING STA- 
TIONS. 

Secure good men who are able to give seu 
good references and who will be accepted Ly 
the surety company. Never take a man away 
from. a competitor. 

Get your drivers from express companies or 
off bread wagons, milk wagons, feed and flour 
mill wagons, etc.; get men ‘vho are solicitors 
and have the knack of doing other things te- 
sides cleaning horses and vho have a mitch 
better recommendation than “I -.as ruised 
with horses.’’ 

Do not as a rule employ ex-po.icemen, fire- 
men, soldiers, railroad employes or street car 
employes, as their previous occupations tend 
to make them unfit for the oil business 
Get men whom you can build on and aéd- 
vance to better positions, bearing this in ind 
at the time you employ them. 

Tell your drivers you expect them to get the 
business, as they can do or undo much more 
than a solicitor. 

Treat them fairly, delivering them the 
proper quantity of oil you charge them with, 
then if at the end of the week when you 
check them in they are over, have them turn 
this in, as they should not profit by any 
gains. If they are short, expect them to pay 
you for the shortage, as yous,have provided 
them with means for knowing’ what was de 
livered them. 

Instruct them to do a cash business, allowing 
them to open a line of credit only in such 
cases where you are satisfied that conditions 
will warrant it, 

When making credit deliveries to parties 
other than those you have authorized, tank- 
wagon tickets should show date the customer 
will pay, this to be inserted by the customer. 
This gives you an opportunity to ask for your 
money on the date set by the customer without 
offending him. 

Instruct your drive 
‘“‘fdoaters’’ or ‘‘skinners. 
Reduce the clerical work and reports to a 
minimum by pursuing the following plan:— 
Have drivers make out tickets covering all 
deliveries. These tickeths to be made out at 
the time of delivery and to call for the exact 
amount delivered and for the exact amount of

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Keep a report of this in your office, also 
keep a record of the cars received. 

By deducting one week’s inventory from that 
of the previous week, taking into considera- 
tion the receipts, you will have the approxi- 
mate sales and can intelligently anticipate the 
ordering in of stocks. 

Take the monthly inventories, and if they 
show excessive losses make up your mind that 
there is something wrong. 

Furnish a target each month as to the gal- 
lonage you expect, having the sheet so ar- 
ranged that they can insert daily the quantity 
sold, and thus have before them at all times 
exactly what their sales for a given part of 
the month amount to and can see at a glance 
whether they are or are not coming up to

“Have this sheet sent to you at the end of 
each month with their explanation as to why 
they did not reach the gallonage you were 
figuring on, if such was the case. Also have 
them give you on this sheet any suggestions 
they may have for increasing the business.

See that your wagons are out daily. Line up 
your business in such a way that you will 
never have any idle equipment If at any 
time a man or an animal is laid up hire 
some one to take his place. 

If you have not enough trips to keep your 
wagon busy, figure on making two-day trips, 
staying over night. 


There was still some time remaining, 
and the convention turned to the barrel 
uestion, Secretary Platt reading some 
statistics upon which Mr. Throop had in 
the afternoon session based his talk on 





this item of loss. 
There were reports from jobbers with 
10.000 and 40,000 steel barrels and the 


statistics quoted were based on the ex- 
perience of the dealers, with an_average 
of from 1,500 to 8,700 barrels. Deprecia- 
tion estimates by various members in- 
cluded:—Dealer with 1,500 barrels esti- 
mated his depreciation at 20 per cent.; 
one with 3,500 at 15 per cent.; one with 
8,700 ai 14 per cent.; one with 6,000 at 10 








per cent. Loss estimates annually were:— 


Marketer with 3,500 barrels, 200 lost; one 
with 8,700, 250 lost; one with 6,000, 200 lost; 
one with 1,200, 10 to 20 lost; one with 
10,000, 0 a year. 

Sales of barrels ranged from $8 to $10, 
the higher figure being reported by a 
dealer who does not care to sell barrels, 
unless he gets a fine price. One dealer 
with 3,500 barrels requires his customers 
to pay for barrels held over 60 days. One 
reported making a 25-cent charge for 
each barrel sent out. and sells all after 
two years’ use at $3.50. 

When the general discussion opened, T. 
J. Gay, of Little Rock, Ark., said that ne 
wanted to see the association put service 
first, with some uniform method of han- 
dling customers who receive steel barrels. 
He said liis company charged for barrels 
not returned, and that the Pierce Com- 
pany charges after 9 days. Mr. Gay 
urged that some method equitable to the 
fair customer and to him of lax habits 
be adopted and closely adhered to by all 
the members. 

“Let us have some uniform method of 
handling this question and stick to it,” 
was his plea. 

Mr. Fox then showed that with interest 
charges each barrel costs in five years 
$6.50, and proposed a fixed charge. His 
company, he said, put a memorandum of 
the loaned package on each invoice, and 
if the barrel was not returned in ten days 
notice would be sent, showing the barrel 
wus only a loan. In twenty days if not 
returned, the second notice says the com- 
pany will assume the barrel is bought if 
not returned promptly. Later, the com- 
pany decides whether it wishes to sue 
for the barrel or to drop the effort, and 
to charge it to profit and loss. This 
meant a decision, he said, as to whether 
the company wished to retain the cus- 
tomer on its books. 

Educate the people to realize that the 
chances of cheap oil to the consumer de- 
pend partially on the return of equip- 
ment, was the argument of one speaker 

An Iowan said that in that State the 
jobbers agreed to make a nxed charge 
daily fcr unreturned barrels, but that 
after two weeks no One paid any atten- 
tion to the agreement. 

Mr. Williams said his company charged 
1 cent per gallon for steel barreled 
goods, but admitted that the Standard in 
his territory took the same course. 

The discussion ended with the passage 
of a motion to have a committee named 
to discuss this problem and make some 
recommendation to the association. 

On the jobbers and refiners. committee, 
mamed in accordance with the sentiment 
after Mr. Williams’ paper, were named 
for the jobbers, F. E. Van Tilburg, M. J. 
3yrne and Mr. Williams, with Messrs. 
T. B. Westgate, O. H. Todd and W. H. 
Robinson as associates on the refiners’ 











committee. The barrel committee _in- 
cluded Messrs. J. V. Throop, Mr. Fox 
and T. J. Gay. 


Thursday Morning Session. 


The necessity of marketing independent 
oil on the basis of its higher quality was 
the burden of the discussion of the fore- 
noon session of the convention, when the 
program was considerably shifted. H. G. 
James, secretary and general manager of 


‘the Western Petroleum Refiners’ Associa- 


tion of Kansas City, booked to appear 
Friday, was advanced to this session and 
made a stirring plea for a better spirit 
between the refiners and the independent 
jobbers, with a strong declaration that 
the hope of the independents was in their 
higher quality product. 

Mr. James talked without motes, but 
his address was filled with pungent com- 
mentary on the relations between the in- 
dependents and their big competitor. 

“Tt is in the higher quality of your 
goods that you can continue to develop 
your business,’’ he said. ‘“‘Every person 
who knows gasoline knows that the inde- 
pendent product is worth more at the 
same price than the big fellow’s product. 
To get the same quality, the consumer 


should be made to understand that he 
can not get a cheaper price from the 
other fellow. 

“Now I want to talk to you just a 


moment on the relations of the jobber and 
the refiner. Be fair. We want to be fair 
to you, and we want you to be fair to 
us. In my experience there was one case 
when a man wanted to go into the busi- 
ness. We provided him with his start, 
and when he was well established, but 
before we had been repaid, he took his 
business from us because of a shading in 
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price, and gave it to amother concern. 
He left us holding the bag. We want 
to be fair to you, and if you think the 
refiners are not, they want you to come 
forward and say so, and you will be 
treated right. 

“TI bring to the jobbers in convention 
assembled the message of good will from 
the refiners.’’ 

Mr. James then told of efforts made py 
the refiners to assist the jobbers in estab- 


lishing prices at a fixed basis. He de- 
clared his belief that there should be a 
price agreement by dealers in specified 


territory, and said that when the refiners 
had tried to arrange for a plan by which 


they would not sell to those who were 
disturbing price conditions, the refiners 
were unable to get any statement of 


standard prices from the jobbers. 

Mr. James then took up the quality 
problem again, and said that the hope of 
the independent was in his personality, in 
the higher quality of his goods, in the 
close touch between the dealer and his 
customers, which the big organization 
could not possess. In the tace of a rapid 
fire of questions on technical refining 
questions and other inquiries, Mr. James 
was on his feet for quite a time discus- 





sing varied phases of the industry, both 
froin the economic and scientific side. 
Asked what his opinion was of the fu- 


ture of the price situation, he said:— 

“If these present price cuts are met, 
there may be another cut. Out of this 
turmoil, however, I am convinced that a 
better condition will arise. Crude oil is 
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try to cover the land, a small, localized 
business, with a good profit, is the best 
money-maker there is in the oil business.”’ 

Tne convention then turned to the ques- 
tion of the steel barrels, with a report 
from the committee which was instructed 
to prepare recommendations for meeting 
the loss of unreturned steel and iron bar- 
rels. The convention unanimously adopt- 
ed a report which provided that a uniform 
stamp be provided for all members by tne 
secretary of the general association, 
which would fix a price for unreturned 
barrels, after thirty days. This stamp 
will be blank in a space reserved for the 
price fixed for his barrels by the individ- 
ual jobber, but will indicate to the con- 
sumer that the jobbers are working uni- 
formly under the same rules for return- 
ing barrels. The stamp is to be placed on 
all order blanks, acknowledgements and 
invoices, and will declare that when steel 
barrels are used they are not provided the 
customer for storage, and that after 
thiriy days, if not returned, there be a 
purchase price charged against the cus- 
tomer. 


GEORGE F. O'’NEIL SPEAKS ON 
DISCOUNTS AND TERMS. 

I have the honor to address you, gentlemen, 
on the subject of ‘‘Cash Discounts and Terms, ” 
and in doing so it is my desire to treat the 
subject fairly, both as to the interests of 
buyer as well as seller. 

The only point of difference that frequently 
arises is where goods are sold less freight to 
destination as to whether the cash discount 
should be taken from the gross amount of the

going higher, I believe. I expect it to go 
to very high prices, at least $1, and per- 
haps cross that figure. That is one man’s 
opinion, and you it for what it is worth 
as such. 

“T am convinced that out of this price 
turmoil there will come a changed condi- 
tion. I believe the other fellow is as sick 
of it as we are. [ believe that the time 
will come when there will be a price fix- 
ing arrangements by which there will be 
a district distribution price, sufficiently 
high to carry the profit of the uttermost 
dealer in that district. 

“The scientists are constantly working 
for new processes. The various refiners 
have different methods, and some are 
proving very successful. We are all try- 
ing new processes to get more gasoline 
out of the crude oil. There are scores of 
men who have developed new processes, 
which appear to be promising, and some 
of these may deliver the goods. 

“We, for instance, have found that by 
taking the residuum and reconstructing 
it, after the first gasoline is secured, we 
can get as high as 40 per cent. gasoline. 
We find that this is a higher quality than 
the original. This is by a process which 
breaks up the molecules of the residuum, 
and reconstructs actually a new crude oil. 

“There are, however, many tests which 





seem to be demonstrated in the small 
laboratory which ‘fall down’ when sub- 
jected to commercial treatment. I want 


to say right here that the oil business is 
in its infancy. Scientists instead of get- 
ting near the bottom of the problem, are 
just beginning to realize the nature of the 
problems which confront them. The re- 
construction of a new crude oil from the 
residuum of the distillate is only one ex- 
ample of this. : 
‘To return for a moment to the business 
problems, the business economics of the 
members of this association, I want to 
cail your attention to the fact that your 
personal equation, your close touch with 
the consumer, give you an enormous ad- 
vantage over the big fellow. I am firmly 
that a small business, one which does not

It seems very clear to me that this question 
should not be the cause of difference between 
the refiner and the jobber and that jobbers are 
not entitled to any cash discount on freight 
allowance, which should be figured by the 
seller at cost for freight and added to the 
selling price f. o, b. shipping point. To take 
a cash discount on freight allowances would 
seller; of course, there may be exceptions to 
in most cases net a loss on this item to the 
this condition, but unless special agreement is 
made between the buyer and the seller at 
time of purchase, then, in my opinion, the 
buyer has no right whatever to deduct any 
cash discounr from amounts. representing 
freight allowances. 

Where goods are sold f. o. b. destination, 
freight may be prepaid by the seller, leaving 
the full amount of invoice, which would then 


be subject to cash discount. 


While this session and the afternoon 
business sessions were in progress, the 
ladies of the convention were taken to a 
north share resort, by automobiles, with 
luncheon at Donges Bay, about fifteen 
miles from this city.

Thursday Afternoon Session. 
The early part of this session was a 
closed conference of jobbers, in which 


there was a heart to heart discussion of 
the conditions existing im the trade, a 
discussion of the price cutting by the 
companies operating im Indiana, refer- 
ences to the different methods in differ- 
ent localities, but the concensus of opin- 
ion was that the independents were stead- 
ily gaining ground. The jobbers believe 
that they are exceeding the ® per cent. 
normal increase from year to year, which 
had been an estimate of what should be 
done by speakers in the open sessions 
preceding. 

After the jobbers conference the open 
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Session was opened by the reading of 
the annual address of President BE. A. 
Wadhams, in which he declared that the 
independents are constantly cutting into 
the territory of the ‘‘trust’’ and are win- 
ing their fight. He spoke as follows:— 
President Wadham’s Address. 
Gentlemen of the Association:—The secre-

plished by the association during the past year. 
The necessity of an association such as ours 


is generally admitted. In reply to one of my 


letters a member wrote as follows:— 


“The knowledge that there is such an organi- 
zation as the I. P. M. A. has a beneficial in- 
fluence. It prevents the inaugurating of un- 
fair competition. It restrains carriers from 
putting into effect rates making unfair dis- 
crimination.’”’ 


The Executive Committee has no excuse to 
offer for their sins of omission or commission. 
We have used our best judgment in conduct- 
ing the affairs of the organization, and if we 
have failed in any respect it has been an error 
of the head and not negligence. The record of 
the past year emphasizes the necessity for a 
stronger association than we have had hereto- 
fore. When the association was organized 
some eight years ago the annual dues were 
placed at a ridiculously low figure. This was 
necessary because at that time there were few, 
if any, large dealers as measured by the stand- 
ard of today. Since that time the business of 
the firms composing this association has grown 
by leaps and bounds, whereas then the trust 
marketed probably at least 80 per cent. of the 
oil, gasoline, etc., sold. At the present time 
I doubt if even with their fine organization 
they market 60 per cent. In this State, where 
they have upward of 130 stations, they market 
about 50 per cent. of the entire light goods 
sold, while their sales in the large manufactur- 
ing cities is probably about 25 per cent. 

These figures show conclusively the inroads 
we have made on their trade. This change in 
position, in my opinion, has been brought 
about largely by the work of the I. P. M. A. 
It is needless to say that during the first years 
of the association the work was light and the 
necessary expenses moderate. Conditions have 
changed. What we need now is sufficient in- 
come to carry forward this work in an efficient 
manner. At the present time we are hampered 
for lack of funds. The child you brought into 
existence is no longer an infant, but a full- 
grown man, requiring proper tools for the 
prosecution of his work. The members of the 
association are no longer small distributers of 
petroleum and its products. Our business in 
the aggregate in so-called light goods is prac- 
tically as large as that of the trust. In order 
to protect our investments and insure the per- 
manency of our business the association should 
be made so strong that there would be an 
abundance of money to combat any steps taken 
by our competitors. 





The question of an increase in dues has been 
discussed at nearly every meeting of the as- 
sociation for the st five years without any 
definite action having been taken, except at 
Chicago, where the Executive Committee were 
instructed to formulate a plan to increase the 
revenue of the association and make it more 
efficient. Up to that time our association 
had been working without having any cor- 
porate existence. It was considered advisable 
to remedy this. With that end in view Judge 
Byrne submitted a skeleton for articles of 
incorporation. These were fully discussed by 
the Executive Committee at their meeting in 
Chicago, and after careful consideration , the 
Judge was requested to draw up proper articles 
of incorporation under the laws of Illinois, 
which articles have been prepared. 

Your president believes the interest of every 
member will be advanced by the plan sug- 
gested. 


The cost of financing the association is placed 
where it should be—the larger dealers pay more 
than the smaller. 

In considering the future of the association 
bear in mind the large amount of capital in- 
volved in the business. An advance of a few 
cents a hundred in freight rates runs into 
thousands of dollars. An advance or the re- 
duction of the cost of oil inspection amounts 
to many dollars paid by our members. Orders 
issued by fire marshals in cities may have a 
very harmful effect. 


In the selection of a secretary great care 
should be used to secure the services of a com- 
petent man, preferably one familiar with the 
oil business and freight rates. A man having 
some legal knowledge would be desirable—of 
pleasing personality and one who can devote 
his whole time and attention to, this business. 
Such a person cannot be secured for a small 
salary. The work and general direction of af- 
fairs and suggestions must of necessity be left 
largely in his hands. 


One of our most distinguished presidents 
made a household and nation-wide name by his 
attack on race suicide. I believe we should 
protest against association suicide. This 
might be caused by a multiplicity of associa- 
tions. With a national body such as ours, 
with sufficient funds, any question vitally af- 
fecting any section of the country can be han- 
dled in a much more efficient manner than by 
a small association. We all know the fable 
of the bundle of fagots—together they were un- 
breakable, separated they were easily broken. 
In m yopinion there should be but one market- 
ers’ association, the present one, which has 
proved its right to exist. 

Our members have been advised of the dis- 
continuance of the collection department. This 
was made necessary because the patronage of 
members was not as great as we anticipated. 

The suggestion of Mr. James, of the Western 
Petroleum Association, that a central organi- 
zation, representing the different branches of 
the petroleum interests, would work to the best 
advantage, should be a matter for your con- 
sideration. 

The rules of trade accepted by this associa- 
tion and adopted by two boards of the Execu- 
tive Committee have not secured the hearty 
support that they should. . These rules of trade 
were voted on and approved at several meet- 
ings, but when it was attempted to put them 
in force the non-acceptance by some firms was 
not what we expected. I trust there will be a 
full discussion of these rules later in the ses- 
sion, 

The association should support heartily, in 
my opinion, the Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, organized to save us money. 

Our latest effort is the recently organized 
reference bureau, which will undoubtedly be of 
incalculable benefit to the association when 
more firmly established. 

I wish to extend to the members of the as- 
sociation and the Executive Committee my 
sincere thanks for their hearty support during 
the past year, and to express to the secretary 
my appreciation of his efficient work. 

In conclusion, I will ask the secretary to 
read the articles of incorporation prepared by 
this Executive Committee to which I have al- 
ready alluded.

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
just denied the spotting charges asked by the 
carriers, the filing of which followed the 
denial by the Commission of the last big ad 
vance in rates.

First Federation—an attorney who had _ spe- 
cialized in fire insurance matters—an accept 
ance of the model ordinance as it was drawn 
iy the National Board Prior to forcing the 
hand of this phony Safety First Federation, 
however, the local attorneys for that organiza- 
tion undertook to trade off most everything 
else in the ordinance for support of their one 
point—that of making the fire extinguishers 
mandatory Co-operating with the former 
president of the National Varnish Manufac- 
turers’ Association we got the bill killed. W 
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stated at the time, however, that our ordi- 
nance was not really drawn with a view of its 
being enacted as State legislation, but only as 
city ordinance; that we thought it as a little 
bit too comprehensive to put into effect as a 
State law, particularly when one would have 
to go to the State Legislature for any amend 
ment, even if one wanted to change only the 
threading on a pipe.

BUILDING CODE. 


The regulations in the modern ordinance on 
inflammable storage only simplified consider- 
able, are iftcluded in the report of the Build- 
ing Code Commission for a new Ohio building 
code, which was submitted to the Legislature 
of Ohio last winter, but owing to the lack of 
time was not taken up.

UNIFORM INSTRUMENTS. 


The movement to bring about uniformity in 
oil instrument tests is progressing ‘slowly 
After repeated protest on the part of your 


secretary to the United States Bureau of Stand- 
ards and to the Department of Commerce that 
bureau has at last actually started to test the 
fire and flash cups approved by this associa- 
tion several years ago, and known as the mod 
ified forms of the Abel-Pensky Martin cups as 
designed by the United States Bureau of 
Mines. ‘The plea of the Bureau of Standards 
is that they haven’t enough force or enough 
money to take care of the work as it comes 
in. However, your secretary is hopeful that 
by more agitation with the secretary of the 
Department of Commerce, if necessary, that 
tests will be completed within a year and the 
cups bought by the oil trade under government 
guarantee as to accuracy. 

The committees in the American Soclety for 
Testing Materials, controlled by the petroleum 
industry, are at last getting near some final 
results on a number of tests, such as for vis- 
cosity and distillation Perhaps in the next 
several years we may look for action on other 


tests. At the present time the American So- 
ciety for Testing Materials is doing the most 
important work on petroleum. In fact, none 


of the other big national socteties really appre- 
ciate the problems of the petroleum industry 
Fome think they do, but they don't. The 
American Testing Materials Society, of which 
we are members, is proceeding along strictly 
scientific lines rather than practical lines, so 
its investigations will take a great deal of 
time. However, in the meantime your officers 
are in hopes that committees for our associa- 
tion can, in conjunction with some of the lead- 
ing interests in the petroleum industry, reach 
an agreement for today’s use on a number of 
the more important instruments and let the 
scientists work out the fine details when they 
get ready to. 

RULES GOVERNING TRADES

board. These rules were at once most favor- 
ably received, and up to the present time, 
aside from one little technical error of little 


practical consequence, the secretary has heard 
no real objections to any of the rules. 

These rules, the members and the trade at 
large should bear in mind, were very carefully 


drawn, first by a sub-committee some three 
years ago, who studied for many months the 
rules of other organizations along this line. 


Then this sub-committee’s report was printed 
sent to the members and then considered, para- 
graph at a time, at our annual meeting at 
Cleveland, O., two years ago. Practically one 
whole afternoon's session was devoted to these 
rules The members voted some changes in 
them and referred the committee’s report as 
amended to the Executive Committee. with au- 
thority to promulgate it as the rules of the 
association. However, there were one or two 
points still to be taken up, so that the Execu- 
tive Committee was not able to act finally on 
the rules until this winter. 

These rules represent only 
start in the direction of 
practices and customs in the oil trade. They 
ean be amplified in a great many directions. 
They cannot only be made to cover the rela 
tions of the jobber and the refiner, but also 
the supply man and the jobber and the mar- 
keter, with the customer in many respects. 
Through rules such as these can be made 
known to the entire trade the various advance- 
nmients in practice, so that there would no long- 
er be any excuse for a jobber or refiner to say 


what should be a 
standardizing all 


that he didn’t know that a large number of 
other oil companies were doing thus and so; 
and that had he known it he would be dbing 


it himself. Through these rules we can thus 
tend to uplift and improve trade practices from 
year to year. 

“To make sure of this advancement and to 
see that the rules are adapted to today’s re- 
quirements of the petroleum industry there 
should be a standing committee that, prefer- 
ably, should carry much the same complexion 
from one year to the other, whose duty it 
will be to revise and amend the rules as may 
be found necessary and report either to the 
Executive Committee or to the next annual 
meeting, their recommendations. Then the 
rules can be kept absolutely up to date 

The rules as at present issued have been 
generally circulated to the entire oil trade— 
some two thousand copies of them having 
been sent out. 

Every member of our association should at 
once begin conducting his own business under 
these rules. Then it won't be long until thesa 
rules are admitted as standard by every one in 
the trade, whether a member of this associa- 
tion or not. 


MUTUAL INSURANCE. 
During the past year your secretary acted as 


chairman of a committee to promote the use 
of mutual fire insurance. Members of this 
cominittee were secretaries of the various oi! 
organizations. There was no meeting held, 


by correspondence a series 
oil trade. Your secretary 
made a trip to Philadelphia for conference 
with Houston Dunn, the manager of the Na 
tional Mutual Fire Insurance Company, on the 
subject. Mr. Dunn reports very satisfying re 
sults from the series of letters sent out. 
However, the oil trade does not yet appre- 
ciate the full force of mutual insurance. 
Many members of the trade are still very prone

to think that the mutual insurance company 
is owned by some group of men, identity un- 
known, who are going to make a big profit 
out of it; that the mutual insurance company 
should be treated simply in a _ cold-blooded. 
business-like way. That is all right if you 
don’t forget the business-like way. But the 


Mutual Insurance Company should not be held 
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up entirely against the old-line or stock com- 
panies with a view of clubbing down the rates 


of the latter and then give the business to 
them. At all times the Mutual Insurance Com 
pany should get as much of every member's 
Lusiness as it can accept. When a member 
uses the Mutual company to club the old-line 
companies and then doesn’t compensate the 
Mutual he is simply throwing part of his 


money into the gutter because he is weakening 
by that much the potential competition of the 


Mutual company against the old-line com- 
panies, which is the very thing that the old- 
line companies want him to do. 


The members of the trade should appreciate 
that when they become policy holders of this 
mutual company they are in effect stockhold- 
ers of it, and they make just as much money 
out of it, and perhaps more, than does Mr. 
Dunn or any of the officers or directors of it. 
Mr. Dunn is the only man on a salary. The 


other officers and directors are no more and no 
less interested in the company from a financial 
standpoint than are any other policy holders. 
They make no more out of it than do any 
other policy holders. The trade should con- 
sider the Mutual from a friendly viewpoint. 
They should consider it as one of their own 
interests. 

However, the company growing rapidly 
and the members are learning more of it every 
day It is now in a much stronger position 
than it ever was, and it is today doing far 
more for the oil trade than it has! ever done. 
Insurance rates to the petroleum trade today 
are low because of the existence of this par- 
ticular National Petroleum Mutual Fire Insur- 
ance Company—this company and no other. 

REFERENCE BUREAU. 

This association has conducted for the past 
two years a reference bureau on various types 
of men in the oil trade. When a member 
knows of a man seeking employment in the oil 
trade and knows facts about him that he 
thinks a prospective employer should have 
the member should at once send the name of 
the possible applicant to the secretary—send 
the name and no more. Then, when the other 
member considering applications for a job. 
he should inquire of the secretary if he could 
tell him where the men applying have previ- 
ously been eynployed This the secretary can 
do if he has those names on file. There are 
a great many names on file with the secretary, 
but few companies have really taken advantage 
of it Bear in mind that this is only} an em- 
ployment reference bureau. The bureau itself 
is not concerned with the character or type of 
men whose names are filed therein. All that 
is obtained by one member from another upor 
receiving proper information from the secre- 
tary. 

The secretary cordially appreciates the 
operation of the officers of the association and 
of many members. As to President Wadhams, 
the secretary could criticize his generosity— 
against which the writer made much protest— 
of so arranging matters that it was impossible 
for the secretary to pay his own expenses 
while in Milwaukee. It is with the same gen 
erosity that Mr. Wadhams has given of his 
time, energies and money in the association 
work. 

The convention then took the decisive 
action of the year in formally proceeding 
to incorporate, under the new name of 
the Independent Oil Men’s Association, 
Judge Byrne, who had drawn up the new 
constitution, articles of incorporation, and 
by-laws, elaborating the proposals, and 
explaining the changes made in the old 
The new constitution is in most of

form. 
its essentials, except as indicated by 
Judge Byrne, identical with the old con- 


stiution, being altered to conform to an 
incorporation without capital stock, in- 
stead of a voluntary partnership associa- 
tion. The final steps were taken for this 
change of form, and the adoption of the 
new constitution on Friday was left as a 
mere formality. 

The changes were outlined by Judge 
Byrne as he went through the new ar- 
ticies in detail, in their essentials, as fol- 
lows :— 

‘Before I take up this question I want 
to call attention to the constant evidences 


of fitness given by our secretary. Mr. 
Platt. His report shows that he will not 


consent to take the new full time salaried 
ofiice which he advises be established, 
but I want to say for the Executive Com- 
mittee that at every moment he has given 
every evidence of fitness for the job of 
efficiency in the seven years that I have 


been in close touch with him and his 
work. I have been impressed with his 
loyalty, and regret that the time has 


come when we must select someone else, 
It will be difficult to find some one to fill 
his shoes, we have tried to persuade him 
to take the office, but his decision is final. 


As the proper man for the position has 
not yet avplied, or been found. he will 
remain with us until we find the right 
sort of a man for the office. 





Now, to turn to the question of the in- 
corporation. We have hitherto been a 
partnership, with every member respons- 
ible for all the acts of the entire organ- 
ization. The new articles provide for the 
substitution of a Board of Directors, 
seven in number. including the president, 
three to be elected each year for two- 
vear terms, to take the place of the old 
Executive Committee. Otherwise the 
matter of officers is unchanged. We have 
made slight changes to meet the changed 
conditions of an incorporation, but other- 
wise there are few radical changes in the 
form of the organization. We have made 
the name the Independent Oil Men's As- 
sociation, so that membership will be open 
to all men in the business who which to 
hecome afftihated with us, new men in the 
business. and those once with us who 
have withdrawn. We hope for a reunion 
with these latter men under the new or- 
gan'zation, 
Fe tirst radical change is the giving 
ballot only to active members.

This definition would 
exclude retauers ana whvoiesa.ers, Suc 
as grocers and druggists, who handle gas- 
oline as a side line, as well as the man 
who sells direct to the farmer and the 
man who owns and operates automobiie 
filling stations. 

Report of the Committee on Distilla- 
tion Tests. 

Two different methods of procedure were con- 
sidered by the committee—one method wherein 
fractions were to be collected regardless 
of the temperatures reading, and 
other method wherein fractions were to be 
taken between definite temperature limits. ‘The 
method has been adopted and the follow- 
ing report upon it, of the 
method being outlined. 

A. Simple phase which can be used general- 
ly, the apparatus and technique of which can 
be easily handled by the average operator. 

B. A phase which admits of application of 
the finer points of chemical and physical laws 
governing distillation, and which can be ap- 
plied in cases of dispute. 

METHOD A. 

Flask.—The flask used shall be 
Yena 200 c.c. flask, as described in E. H. 
Sargent’s Catalogue No. 1918 and in various 


other catalogues of chemical wares, the side 
tube to be set at the medium position in the 


equa!

neck. The general dimensions of the flask 
are:—Diameter, two and seven-eighths inches; 
internal diameter of neck, thirteen-sixteenths 


of an inch; length of neck, four inches; angu- 


lar distance between side tube and neck, 75 
per cent. The junction of the side tube with 
the neck should be three and one-quarter 


Inches above the surface of the gasoline when 
the flask contains 100 c.c. at sixty degrees F. 
Flasks corresponding to these dimensions 
should be used to attain uniform results. 

The flask should be supported on a sheet of 
asbestos having an opening one and one-quar- 
ter inches in diameter in its center, and should 
be wrapped with three-eighth inch asbestos 
rope from the asbestos plate up to one inch 
above the center of the outlet, the clamp hold- 
ing the flask to be attached outside of this 
covering. 

The burner used should be of simple type, 
as shown in E. H. Sargent’s Catalogue No. 
974, cut off to a height of three and three- 
quarter inches. The burner shall rest upon a 
circular plate supported by the ring stand 
and placed six inches below the flask support, 
and shall be inclosed in a cylinder of asbestos 
five and three-quarter inches in diameter and 
six inches high, with a vertical slot one and 
one-half inches wide left in front. A small 
hole should be cut inside to admit gas hose. 

Thermometer.—A total immersion Fahrenheit 
thermometer shall be used, fifteen inches long 
and one-quarter inch diameter, reading zero to 
600 degrees F. in two-degree divisions, marked 
with a longer line every five divisions. The 
length of the bulb, one-half inch; diameter of 
bulb, three-sixteenth inch; distance from bot- 
tom of bulb to zero equals one and one-eighth 
Inches; from zero to 100 degrees, one and fif- 
teen-sixteenths inches; from zero to 350 de- 
grees equals six and seven-eighths inches; zero 
to 600 degrees equals 12 inches. The thermom- 
eter shall have a white enamel back and be 
finished with a glass ring at the top. The 
bulb is to be made of Yena sixteen-inch Corn- 
ing normal or Corning borosilicate glass. 

The thermometer shall be so placed that the 
upper end of the bulb is even with the bot- 
tom of the outlet to the flask; fifty-five de- 
grees will then be below the cork, which should 
be three-eighths of inch thick. 

Condenser Jacket.—A glass cylinder three 
and one-half inches diameter and twelve inches 
high, with a neck at bottom to receive a stop- 
per—type shown in E. H. Sargent’s Catalogue 
No. 1416—the same to be wrapped first with a 
piece of absorbent cloth and then with asbes- 
tos rope, and to be covered on the top. Cracked 
ice and salt are to be used as a condensing 
medium. 

Condenser Tube.—The condenser tube used is 
twenty and one-half inches long, one-quarter 
inch inside diameter, having four bulbs three- 
quarter inch diameter, nine, ten, eleven, and 
twelve inches, respectively, from outlet end, 
and bent four and one-half inches from inlet at 
- —_ to meet the vapor tube of the drilling 
ask. 

Receiver.—A 100-cubic centimeter graduated 
cylinder showing every ten c.c. This should 
preferably be nine and one-half inches long 
and one inch in diameter. 

The receiver should be immersed in a clear 
glass jar containing water at about fifty-five 
to sixty degrees F., the idea being to keep the 
distillate very close to sixty degrees F., so 
that the readings will be taken at sixty de- 
grees F., at which temperature the gasoline is 
filled into the distilling flask. 


METHOD. 


One hundred c.c. of gasoline or benzine is 
filled into the flask at sixty degrees F. and 
heated directly. The first drop at the end of 
the condenser tube shall be considered the in- 
itial boiling point. The reading of the ther- 
mometer shall be taken at each ten c.c. dis- 
tilled over, and the exact volume in the re- 
ceiver should be read when the thermometer 
shows 350 degrees F. The distillation can 
then be continued to dryness, and when this is 
indicated by a puff of white smoke appearing 
at the bottom of the flask the temperature is 
read, and this is to be taken as the end point 
of the distillation. 

The temperature of the distillates sholud be 
brought to sixty degrees F. The volume of 
same should approximate 97 to 98 per cent. of 
the total volume used. The rate of distillation 
should be about ten c.c. in four minutes. 

According to data obtained by experiments in 
distilling known mixtures of gasoline and 
kerosene the per cent. of the entire residue 
above 350 degrees F. divided by .8 is approx 
imately equivalent to the per cent, of kerosene 
present in the sample. 
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METHOD B. 

The arrangement of the apparatus is shown 
in photograph. 

Flask.—The flask used is a 1,000 c.c. round- 
bottom Yena distillation flask with vapor tube 
at medium position. The flask is wrapped 
with asbestos rope, same as in Method A. The 
flask is supported by a piece of asbestos with 


a three-inch circular hole cut in center. This 
rests upon a wire gauze with asbestog center 
three and one-half inches diameter. The di- 
mensions of the flask shall conform as near as 
possible to the following:—Diameter, six and 
one-quarter inches; length of neck, six and 
one-half inches; diameter of neck, one and 
one-quarter inches; length of outlet tube, nine 
and one-half inches; diameter of outlet tube, 
one-quarter inch; distance between top of neck 
and bottom of outlet, three and one-half inches; 


angle between outlet tube and neck of flask, 
75 degrees. When 500 c.c. is filled into flask 
at sixty degrees F. the surface of the liquid 


should be about five and one-half inches from 
outlet tube. 


Thermometer.—The thermometer used is the 
same as described in Method A. It shall be 
so placed in the flask that the upper part of 
the bulb is even with the bottom of the outlet 
tube, and 120 degrees will be below’ the stop- 
per. The stopper should cover about twenty 
degrees on the thermometer. 

Condenser jacket and condenser tube same 


as used in Method A. 
Receivers.—Two fifty c.c. Nessler jars, grad- 
uated every ten c.c., each fitted4 with a two 


hole and a solid rubber stopper. 

Two 200-220 c.c. graduated flasks, as shown 
in C. H. Sargent’s Catalogue No. 1948, grad- 
uated in cubic contimeters between 200-220 by 
the operator. 

Nine @ty-fifty-five c.c. graduated flasks, 
E. H. Sargent’s Catalogue No. 1948, grad- 
uated to cubic centimeters between fifty-fifty- 
five c.c by operator. 

Two twenty-five c.c. graduated cylinders, a 
clear gluss jar five inches high and four inches 
diameter, used for jce water to coo? receivers. 

The fifty c.c. Nessler jars are connected with 


the 200-220 c.c. flasks by means of glass tub- 
ing one-eighth inch internal diameter. The 


weights of each with sold rubber stopper are 


taken before and after receiving respective 
fractions. 

The 200-220 c.c. flasks are filled to the 200 
c.c mark with kerosene at sixty degrees F., 
the gravity of the kerosene being noted. 

The twenty-five c.c. graduated cylinders are 
for reception of the tenth fraction and the 
residue. 

METHOD OF OPERATION. 

The intent is to collect nine ten per cent 
fractions, one five per cent. fraction and a 
residue and record the temperature at initial 
boiling point, and at the end of each ten per 

— 
cent. fraction; and finally to correct all vol 


umes to a temperature of sixty degrees F. and 
indicate the gravity on the 
several fractions at sixty 

Five hundred c.c. of gasoline are measured 
in a 50U-c.c. graduated flask at sixty degrees 
F. and transferred to the distilling flask. A 
Nessler jar and a kerosene absorption flask is 
attached to the condenser, which is filled with 
cracked ice and salt. Heat is then applied. 
The temperature at which the first drop ap- 
pears at the end of the condenser tube is taken 
as the initial boiling point. The Nessler jar 
is surrounded by an ice and salt mixture. 
When fifty. c.c. are collected the receiver is 
changed and the temperature noted. When 
blended or casing head gasoline is being dis- 
tilled the second fraction can be collected in 
like manner, so as to avoid loss of any light 
product. On straight-run gasoline the second 
fraction can be collected without the use of 
kerosene absorption flask. The fractions in 
the Nessler jars are corked and kept in ice 
and salt mixtures after being collected. The 
rate of distillation is adjusted so that about 
fifty c.c. distill in nine minutes, 

The other fractions are collected in fifty-fifty- 
five flasks, surrounded by water at about 
fifty-five degrees F. After nine fifty c.c. frac- 
tions are collected a final twenty-five c.c. or 
tive per cent. fraction is taken, the burner be- 
ing removed at a point where the drain of the 
condenser will bring the fraction to approxi- 
mately twenty-five c.c. 

The flasks containing the several 
except those collected in Nessler jars, are 
placed in a medium of cold water at about 
fifty-eight to sixty degrees F., and are al- 
lowed to come to a temperature of sixty de- 
grees F. The volumes are then read and 
gravities taken by means of a six-inch com- 
bination hydrometer or modulus 
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(Be = Sp. Grav. 60 deg. F. 


60 deg 

Those Nessler jars containing the first frac- 
tions are weighed and the weight of the frac- 
tions ascertained. The volumes can then be 
corrected to a temperature of sixty degrees F. 
by allowing one per cent. increase for each 
twenty degrees F. 

The kerosene in the flask containing the ab- 
sorbed light vapors is brought to sixty degrees 
F. and the volume read. The gravity of the 
kerosene is again taken, and by computation 
the gravity of the absorbed vapor is found. 
This light vapor fraction may be averaged in 
with the first fraction and the total volume 
and gravity of the combined fractions indi- 
cated. s 

The residue left in the distilling flask is 
drained out into a twenty-five c.c. graduated 
cylinder and its gravity and volume at sixty 
degrees F. noted. ; 

A report shall consist of the following nota- 


tions :— 


1. The volume of each fraction at sixty de-

2. The temperatures between which each 


fraction was distilled. j ; 

8. The gravity of each fraction at sixty de- 
grees F. ’ 

4. The end point of distillation as obtained 
in Method A. k oe 

5. The percentage of residue above 350 de- 
grees F. 

6. The physical properties of the first frac- 


tions in reference to odor, stability and rate 
of evaporation, and vapor tension at normal 
temperature. 


7. The physical properties of the last frac- 
tion and the residue in reference to color 
odor, drying quality, inflammability, etc.

Cottonseed Industry in Cotton Growing 
Countries. 


(Continued from Aug. 
28.)

Following is the ninth installment 
of a series of special articles com- 
menced in the Reporter of June 26, 
prepared by Dr. Thomas H. Norton, of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, Washington, D. C., on the 
cottonseed industry in foreign coun- 
tries in most effective competition with 
the United States in the utilization of 
cottonseed.

Turkey in Asia (Continued). 





General Situation in Asiatic Turkey. 


In summing up the general situation In 
‘Turkey it is to be noted that the land has 
great potential possibilities as a cotton- 
producing territory, quite certain to be 
realized with the extension of rail com- 
munication, the introduction of irrigation 
on a large scale, and the advent of mod- 
ern agricultural methods. 

There is every indication that the cot- 
tonseed industry will expand in the same 
ratio and that eventually the output of 
oil eake will find domestic utilization. rhe 
value of American machinery for oil 
crushing is fully appreciated, and with 
the proper effort American manufacturers 
of oil machinery should be sure of re- 
tuining the market for their wares al- 
ready won. 

Unlike India, Turkey offers a market for 
cottonseed oil in which the demand far 
exceeds any possible local production for 
years to come. American oil has occu- 
pied the dominant position in this mar- 
ket, fairly won by its superior merit over 
all competitors. This position is now 
challenged by Russian cottonseed oil, aid- 
ed by all the advantages which accom- 
pany production in a neighboring country 
with relatively cheap means of transpor- 
tation and facilities for keeping in. close 
touch with the market. To maintain the 
position won during the past few years 
may tax seriously the enterprise of Amer- 
ican exporters. They may well profit by 
the experience with petroleum in the 
Turkish market. American petroleum 
was for years dominant in Turkey. Twen- 
ty years ago it was gradually displaced 
by the cheaper but very much inferior 
Russian article. Of late years, by persis- 
tent and intelligent effort, it has been 
possible to win back a large share of the 
Turkish trade, chiefly on the merits of the 
American product. 


EGYPT. 


The cultivation of cotton is the chief econ- 
omic feature of Egypt. It dominates the in- 
dustrial life of the land as much as it 
once did in the Southern States of the 
Union. Over 1,800,000 acres are devoted to 
the culture of this staple. Raw cotton 
constitutes over 8) per cent. in value of 
the average annual total of Egyptian ex- 
ports. The exports in 1913 amounted to 
690,645,000 pounds, equal to 1,381,000 bales 
of 500 pounds, valued at $127,364,000. 

The average annual production of 
ton in Egypt for the years 109-12 
660,247,000 pounds. Twenty-five years 
the average for the period 1889-1894 
437,004,000 pounds. This indicates an 
crease of 15 per cent.

devoted to cotton culture. Climate and 
soil are peculiarly favorable. Provision 
for irrigation on a large scale must be 


made. The quality of the cotton produced 
on the upper Nile is fully equal to that 
of the best grades of Egyptian cotton. 
The Sudan exports of cottonseed 
amounted to 12,400 long tons in 1911, amd 
8,000 tons in 1912. These figures are equiv- 
alent to crops of from 9,850,000 to 13,900,000 
pounds of raw cotton in the Sudan at 
present, or about 2 per cent. of the cur- 
rent Egyptian crop. 


Egyptian Cottonseed Production— 
Character. 


The average annual production of cot- 
tonseed in Egypt is estimated now at 
660,00 short tons. The average annual 
export for the past three years has been 
465,000 tons. 

The Egyptian seed is quite different in 
appearance from that produced in India 
and Turkey, being smooth and almost 
free from fuzz. The oil content is very 
high, running usually from 22 to 24 per 
cent. An analysis of the average seed 
showed oil 24.08 per cent., water 10.37 per 


cent., fibrous matter 65.55 per cent. Dry 
seed contains 26.86 per cent. of oil. The 
seed is highly prized in Europe for oil 


crushing, not only on account of the high 
yield of oil, but also because it does not 
require to be delinted or even decorticated. 
The quality has suffered somewhat of late 
years since the appearance of the pink 
bollworm. This not only destroys lint 
cotton, but attacks the seed, and is found 
in it after arriving at the oil mills. Some- 
times the entire kernel is eaten away, 
leaving an empty shell; sometimes the 
worm is still present, living on the half- 
eaten kernel. This condition not only 
lessens the oil yield, but causes the oil to 
be tainted by the juice of the worm to an 
extent which can not be removed in the 
precess of refining and which materially 
injures the value as an edible product. 
At the same time the cake obtained by 
crushing contains an increased proportion 
of shell, and its nutritive value is dis- 
tinctly impaired, 


Export of Seed. 


Egypt exports about 70 per cent. of the 
seed produced. Of the remainder, about 
one-half is used for the domestic oil- 
crushing industry and about one-half for 
planting, feeding cattle, and other pur- 
poses. The bulk of the export goes to 
England and Germany. Smaller amounts 
are taken bv France and Austria-Hun- 
gary. In 1913 Germany imported 208,000 
metric tons of Egyptian seed, which com- 
posed nearly her entire supply of cotton- 
seed for crushing purposes. England for- 
merly took the major portion of the 
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Egyptian export (in 16, 86 per cent. of 
the total), but the quantity now purchased 
is not much in excess of that taken by 
Germany. 

In April, 1914, Egyptian cottonseed was 
quoted at $37 per short ton in English 
ports. The .price, decreased to $35.85 in 
November, 1914, probably on account of 
the impossibility of shipping to Germany 
during the war. The prices prevailing at 
Alexandria, the port of shipment from 
Egypt, are usuaily $4 less than at English 
ports. Freight costs $2 per ton; insurance, 
interest, and other costs amount to about 
the same sum. In November, 1914, how- 
ever, prices for seed in Egypt at the mills 
had fallen to $28.22. 


Oil Mills in Egypt. 


The cottonseed oil crushing industry in 
Fgypt was established and is maintained 
solely for the purpose of supplying the 
local demand for cottonseed oil. It is 
located at Kafr Zayat, in the center of 
the ginning district, and at Alexandria, 
the only port of shipment for seed, where 
advantage can be taken of fluctuating 
market conditions, and surplus stocks can 
be purchased advantageously. 

Apart from a few very small mills in 
the cotton district, of slight importance, 
there are five large plants, controlled by 
two corporations and one individual. They

These mills are now all equipped with 
up-to-date machinery, including refining 
plants, and seem to prosper. The crush- 
ing season lasts from four to ten months. 


No crushing is attempted in July and 
August. The maximum annual output is 
15,000 tons of oil and 85,000 tons of cake. 
The cost of crushing per short ton of 
seed ranges from $4.10 to $4.87. Fuel is all 
imported, and wages tend to rise. Fore- 
men are English. The native workmen 
earn from 40 to 5) cents per day of ten 
hours. Those who are more skilled earn 


up to 70 cents. The oil is packed in Amer- 
ican petroleum barrels. 

The average yield of oil during the 
crushing season of 1913-14 was 16 per cent. 
Englisk mills usually secure 17 per cent. 
from Egyptian seed. The loss on refining 
averaged 8 per cent. 


Oil Consumption—Imports and Ex- 
ports. 


Nearly all of the oil produced in the 
Egyptian mills is consumed in the land it- 
self. About three-fourths is used for cul- 
inary purposes; the remainder serves for 
soap stock. A certain amount is utilized 
for lighting. The Egyptian railways make 
use, for this purpose, of a winter oil, from 
which the stearin has been extracted. 

Exports of Egyptian oil amounted to 
2,105 metric tons in 1913. Of this amount 
859 tons went to England and 1,179 tons 
to Turkey, chiefly to Syria. The value of 
this export was $189,910, or $90.22 per ton. 

Egypt exports a small amount—in 1913, 
401 tons, valued at $59,070, or $147.31. per 
ton. Of this import 255 tons come from 
the United States, 142 tons from England, 
and six tons from Russia. There is evi- 
dently a limited demand in the country for 
a higher grade of cottonseed oil than that 
produced by Egypt itself. It is probable 
that the domestic mills are now improv- 
ing the quality of their product. Exports 
of American cottonseed oil to Egypt aver- 
aged in value $97,600 annually during the 
years 1909-1912. They decreased to $32,500 
in 1913. and to $7,400 in 1914. It is possible 


that Russian competition is also to be 
encountered in this field. ’ 
The oil made from Egyptian seed in 


England and Germany was until recently 
used almost entirely as soap stock. Now 
about one-half of it is refined for edible 
use. There has been more or less preju- 
dice against its application for the manu- 
facture of compound lard, but this is 
gradually being overcome. The use of 
hardened oil for making margarine and 
compound lard is growing, as it is claimed 
that the Egyptian oil is thoroughly deo- 
dorized by the hardening process. Eventu- 
ally most of the oil obtained in Europe 
from Egyptian seed will probably be util- 
ized in this manner. 


Exports of Oil Cake. 


Almost the entire amount of oil cake 
obtained in the Egyptian mills is ex- 
ported. With the exception of insignif- 
icant quantities shipped to France, Bel- 
gium or Germany, never attaining 1,000 
tons in @ year, this export goes to Eng- 
land. In 1913 the export was 62,977 metric 
tons, valued at $1,476,000. Of this, 62,530 
tons went to England. During the years 
1909-1913 this export has averaged 73,000 
tons. 

Thus far it seems exceedingly difficult 
to introduce any extended use of cotton- 
seed cake for feeding purposes in the land 
itself. The Egyptian seed being smooth 
and almost free from fuzz, it is not de- 
linted or decorticated before crushing. 
Hence the hulls are contained in the cake, 
and this fact explains the relatively 
higher yield of cake in Egyptian mills and 
in English mills crushing Egyptian seed. 
It also accounts for the absence of linters 
and hulls as by-products of Egyptian 
mills.

Prices of Oil Cake. 


The price at Alexandria in November, 
1914, was $24.29 per long ton f. 0. b.. cor- 
resvonding to a rate of $27, free rail, at 
Hull. England. In December, 1914, Eng- 
lish quotations were $27.07 .to $27.37. 

In appearance Egyptian cake is much 
darker than American cake. This mili- 
tates against its sale in European coun- 
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tries, where farmers are accustomed to 
the bright yellow American meal and sus- 
pect adulteration. German crushers of 
Egyptian seed have been forced to ship 
most of their cake to England, where the 


actual value of the material is better 
known. 
The combined protein and fat in 


Egyptian cake averages 31 per cent. com- 
pared with 55 per cent. in American cake 
and 50 per cent. in Russian cake. This 
leads to the marked difference in market 
quotations. Thus in Germany during 1913, 
when American cake was selling at $35.60 
per short ton, and Russian at $34.20, 
Egyptian undecorticated cake was quoted 
at $25.20.

ILLINOIS PETROLEUM REPORT. 


(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Robinson, Ill., Aug. 27, 1915. 


A review of the Illinois petroleum fields in- 
dicates that more real attention is being settled 
in the old shallow sand fields than any other 
portion, as the middle field, known as the 
Robinson district, has but little attraction, 
and the wells only average about 1,000 feet in 
depth, while the shallow fields run from 225 
to 700 feet. The deep sand fields are being 
neglected om account of the heavy cost of 
drilling to the deep sand at close to 1,800 feet. 

The late advance in prices of Illinois oil to 
99 cents per barrel at the wells wili be som-- 
what of an inducement for ‘the festive wild- 
catter to get to work on lands outside of the 
defined belts. The deep sand fields of Lawrence 
county had eight wells during the week, but 
the production from the seven producers were 
only 285 barrels, which hardly pays at this 
period. One of the wells was a dry hole and 
a total loss outside of the pipe that could be 
pulled and utilized in other wells. The more 
shallow sand fields of Clark and Cumberland 
counties combined showed eleven finished 
wells, with one dry hole and 120 barrels new 
production. The little Plymouth field in the 
western section of the State is credited with 
ten finished wells, three dry holes and 510 
barrels new production. This pool is showing 
the best wells now found in the State, and 
will create much additional development work 
along the eastern shores of the Mississippi 
River on the Illinois side. Just east from St. 
Louis, in Madison county, much leasing has 
been done since the big gas wells were found 
in Macoupin county, and if a sufficient supply 
of gas is found it will no doubt be piped to 
East St. Louis and there utilized for fuel pur- 
poses not only in the families of that city 
but the manufacturing plants as well.

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LIMA PETROLEUM FIELDS.

Lima, Ohio, Aug. 27, 1915. 

A review of the Lima petroleum fields of 
Northwestern Ohio and Indiana for the week 
shows a nice gain in finished wells and new 
production, there being a total of twelve wells 
finished, three dry holes and 170 barrels pro- 
duction, against eight finished wells, two dry 
holes and 125 barrels for the previous week, 
which is a gain of four in finished wells, one 
more dry hole and forty-five barrels more pro- 
duction. The wells were all small pumpers, 
the best ones being found in Wood county, 
and forty barrels was the limit.

The pipe line from Grassy 
Burlington Railroad at the town 
of Greybull will in shape to handle oil 
within a few and it will not be long 
until the refinery plant being built at Greybull 
by the Big Horn Oil and Gas Company will 
be completed. In the Big Horn Basin develop- 
ment work has been confined to the Greybull, 
Torchlight and Grassy Creek fields. Greybull 
is located along the Burlington, north, a short 
distance from the town of Basin, which is the 
county seat of Big Horn county. The produc- 
tion at Greybull is found chiefly in the Grey- 
bull, which lies about 1,100 feet below the 
Wall Creek sand, while at Torchlight it is alsb 
from below the Wali Creek horizon. The new 
wells found in the Greybull field are larger 
than were the first crop of wells in production, 
and each new well finished makes better show- 
ings than the former wells, indicating that 
the drill is getting toward the heavy produc- 
tion section of the field. In the Grassy Creek 
field there are about a dozen wells being 
pumped, and derive their production from 
three distinct pay sands, which means long life

his second well in the Grassy Creek field has 


been drilled in and is good for 400 barrels a 
a A 40-foot pay sand was found in the 
well. 

The famous Salt Creek field, located upon 


the Salt Creek Dome, and the point where the 
present large production is found to keep the 
Casper refineries at work, is located southeast 
from the Big Horn Basin and a little east of 
north of Casper. This pool has the majority 
of its locations drilled up and is still produc- 
ing close to 18,000 barrels a day. The oil is 
found in the Wall Creek sand at between 1,000 
and 1,300 feet in depth. Often wells are re- 
shot and show a wonderful increase in produc- 


tion. One well that had declined to a normal 
production was stirred up with a charge of 
nitrogiycerfne and responded by producing 


4,500 barrels a day. The Shannon pool is 
located a few miles directly north of the Salt 
Creek field, along Salt Creek, which passes 
ue both the Shannon and Salt Creek 
elds. 

Near Pine Dome, about thirty-five miles west 
of Casper, in Natrona county, a wildcat well 
found traces of oil in what is thought to be 


the Chugwater Red Beds, while the second 
well had no showing. An important wildcat 
well is being started on Pilot Butte, about 


thirty-five miles northwest of Riverton, located 
midway between Lander and Shoshoe, on the 
Northwestern Railroad, and about fifty miles 
northwest of Landers, near the Windy or 
Shoshone Indian Reservation. Another im- 
portant wildcat well is that being made by 
F. Julius Fohs, of Tulsa, Okla., on the Big 
Muddy Dome, along the county line of Natoona 
and Converse counties, and about fourteen 
miles almost directly east from Casper. This 
well will be sunk to a depth of at least 2,500 
feet in hopes of striking the Wall Creek sand. 
This test will be located north of the old 
development made near Box Elder and the 
Wahon Hound pools. 


EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Pittsburgh, Pa., Aug. 27, 1915. 


Review of operations in the high-grade pe- 
troleum fields east of the Mississippi River, 
comprising Southern New York, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, South- 
eastern, Central and Northwestern Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois, for the week shows but 
slight changes when compared with previous 
weeks’ work. The one grand feature in the 
old fields is the rapid advance in the price of 
crude oil at the wells. 

The boost in prices for Illinois and Prince- 
ton, Indiana, on Monday raised that price to 
only 1 cent below the dollar mark, and in the 
North Lima fields the advance was to 98 cents, 
and South Lima and Indiana also received a 
5-cent advance, making South Lima at 93 cents 
and Indiana at 88 cents at the wells. The oil 
known as the Wooster grade in the northern 
central part of Ohio also advanced 5 cents, 
now being $1.15 per barrel, while other grades 
and fields are advancing in turn at about the 
same ratio. The Pennsylvania grades have 
advanced 20 cents all told during the past 
couple of weeks, while Oklahoma has done a 
little better and is now up to 75 cents per bar- 
rel, which will help out the well owners to a 
great extent in-all fields. The advance will 
naturally have a tendency for more active 
work in some of the fields, while in others 
there will be a slight change on account of the 
searcity of territory to drill, even at a further 
advance. In the Lima fields of Northwestern 
Ohio and Indiana there is little territory in 
sight to develop, especially in the Ohio end, 
where the drilling must be in territory that 
has long since been abandoned as pumped out. 
It is in this same territory that the best wells 
have been drilled during the past three or four 
years. There is still some chance to extend 


the field southward, but the best that could

ing crude has deteriorated 16 cents a barrel, it 
is possible to realize what the refiner is now 
up against, especially in view of the fact that 
the tank-wagon price—that is, the retali market 
price of gasoline and kerosene—has not been 
advanced accordingly by the Standard. 

It was expected the Prairie Oil and Gas Com- 
pany would again advance the price of crude 
this morning 5 or 10 cents, but no change was 
announced. It is generally expected other ad- 
vances will come the present week, as it is the 
conviction of practically everybody that the 
upward movement will not stop until the dol- 
lar mark is reached.

The all-absorbing question in all oil circles 


is going to become of the independent 
refiner and the independent jobber. The Stand- 
ard has replied to those who have sought in- 
formation that it could see no hope ot an ad- 
vance in the tank-wagon price this year, That 
means ruin—unless the jobber and the refiner 
engaged in a campaign of publicity and ap- 
pealing to the public raise their prices without 
respect to the Standard and depend upon the 
consumer to come to their rescue, In antici- 
pation of this the refiners have advanced their 
quotation. About two weeks ago they marked 
up their price on kerosene and gasoline % 
cent a gallon, advancing their price of kerosene 
from 1% cents to 2 cents and naphtha from 
5% cents to 6 cents and gasoline from 6 cents 
to 6% cents.

gallon. 
Jobbers want to know what the outcome is 
going to be. They declare it is utterly im- 


possible for them to pay these prices and live. 
Yet some marketers have advanced their filling 
station prices and are getting the money and 
still holding practically all their gallonage. 
It looks very much like survival of the fittest. 
The Standard Oi Company has set out to clear 
the marketing atmosphere and to get what it 
thinks belongs ‘to it—the big share of gasoline 
gallonage—and it is safe to say there is going 
to be no change until it has accomplished its 
purpose, regardless of whether the Standard 
has a just claim to any particular portion of 
the business or not. It is really a big fight, 
even if it is being carried on quietly, and the 
outcome is not altogether clear. 

In the meantime conditions in the oil fields ré 


main practically unchanged. The output of 
Cushing is gradually dropping off, as is also 
the production of the rest of the field. No 


new pools have yet been discovered and the re- 
turn to the drill is slow, The Penn West Oil 
Company's test at Holdenville continues te be 
a mystery, so far as the public is convernc¢ 
The general impression is nothing will come 
of this venture. Yet there are possibilities. 
The well is located in 4-7-8. This brings it 
directly south of the east side of the Cushing 
pool. The well in question is 3,050 feet deep 
and is believed to be in the Bartlesviile sand. 
It is the first deep well in that immediate vi- 
cinity. There has been some difficulty in fin- 
ishing it up. The hole caved in and is being 
cleaned out, being now within forty feet of 
the bottom; yet it made 5 barrels through 
these cavings in ten hours. There are eight 
sands in this well, and while some are doubt- 
ers are confident it is the beginning of another 
big pool. A big well at this point would 
cause a big rush to the drill, as there is a 
wide stretch of undeveloped territory; in fact, 
there has never been any production in that 
part of the State. 

So far the advance in the price of crude has 
not caused any noticeable rush to the drill. It 
is a repetition of events following the first ad- 
vances in the market at the close of the last 
depression. It will be recalled that the price 
was up nearly to a dollar before there was a 
real resmuption of drilling operations. The 
market this time began advancing in the mid 
die of the summer when many operators were 
away on their vacations. Again, not a few 
producers feel the need of ‘getting their 
breath’ and ‘‘seeing’’ their ‘‘friends,’’ the 
banker, the baker and hte candlestick maker 
before resuming the drill. It is pretty safe to 
say there will not be a rush of drilling opera- 
tions until the market gets up to 85 cents or 
more. There is a general feeling that the ad- 
vance will not stop until the dollar mark has 
been reached. Some think this will come be- 
fore the end of the year. 

In the meantime the price of refined products 
remains the same so far as the tank-wagon 
quotations are concerned. It has been given 
our pretty cold that the Standard does not in 
tend to advance the tank-wagon price In this 
territory until it has recovered some of its gal- 
lonage and until it is convinced that price cut- 
ting has ceased. With crude advancing and 
with the refined market standing still the small 


refiner is between the upper and nether mill- 
stone. The very thing has happened that was 
predicted The Standard bought up all the 
crude at Cushing, the independent forced up 


the price by offering a premium for it, and the 
Standard has let the price of gasoline and 
kerosene alone. ’ 

In the meantime, of course, a certain amount 
of field work is in progress, with the never 
failing possibility of discovering a new pool. 
It was just this sort of condition which pre- 
vailed after the last depression. Then suddenly 
came the Wicey pool, the Owasso pool and the 
Wann excitement. These with other drilling 
amounting to 1,300 wells a month overcame the 
draft upon stocks and created an overplus of 
crude before the Bartlesville sand at Cushing 
was discovered, As has often been repeated, 
history has a fashion of duplicating itself 

Just now operations are starting up in what 
will probably be known as the Foxburg pool. 
This is south of Cushing. It will be recalled 
that some months ago a well was drilled on the 
Fox land which attracted some attention, but 
failed of proportions to class it among gushers. 
Work lagged until the Gypsy Oil Company 
drilled a test, reported in a previous letter, 
which started off at better than 1,000 barrels 
a day. Now there are eight or ten wells start- 
ed or starting in that vicinity. The Gypsy well 
is producing from the Layton sand—starting out 
just as the Cushing pool did. The Gypsy is 
starting a well on the Grayson farm in 8-16-7 
and No. 2 on the Bennie Trent land, where its 
gusher is located. The McMan Oil Company is 
drilling on the E. H. Mikey land in 4-16-7, and 
in the same section the Savoy Oil Company has 
a test about half completed on the Barnett 
farm. Frank Fox should complete his test on 
the L. M. Brown land in 16-167 this week. C. 
B. Shaffer is drilling a test on the Trent al- 
lotment in 8-16-7. 

Already the Foxzurg pool begins to look like 
a real oil field and much interest is centered 
in territory adjacent. It is rumored the Frisco 
Railroad will build a spur from Depew north 
to Drumright through Foxburg and if it does 
this will facilitate operations greatly and if 
Foxburg proves a good pool the railway com- 
pany will reap a harvest. 7 
One of the most active spots in the Cushing 
district now is in the river bed. The court 
has taken action to foree the drilling of this 
part of the field. It will be recalled that the 
river bed leases have been subject to a great 
deal of litigation and water has caused trouble, 
and in many ways the riven bed leases have 
not been attractive to the operator, with the 
result they have not been developed along 
with surrounding property. This has meant 
great loss by reason of drainage through offset 
wells, amounting to possib'y a million dollars. 
Federal Judge Campbell, of Muskogee, has ap- 





pointed J. F. Darby, of Muskogee, royalty re- 
ceiver for the river bed properties, with super- 
visory power to requite operations and the 


Mr. Darby has arrived on 


drilling of offsets. 
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the scene and has started things moving. He 
has staked off offsets and issued orders that 
wells be drilled at once. Failure to comply 
with his directions will subject within fifteen 
days the lease owner to a fine of $1,500, and 
wells must be completed within seventy-five 
days after location, or a forfeit of $500 may be 
collected, 

Some new work is starting in Okmulgee 
county, in the shallow sand district and in 
the Healdton field. Gradually it is expected 
wildcatting will be spread all over the mid- 
continent region, and it is almost inevitable 
that the result will be new pools. A new 
pool or two will set fire to the ambitious and 
veniuresome operator, and this territory will 
see ome of the greatest periods of activity 
in its history. It is verily believed the next 
year will witness remarkable development and 
prosperity in the mid-continent region. 

There is much discussion of the cause of 
the rapid increase in the price of crude. The 
sudden change in conditions and an advance 
of 35 cents a barrel in twenty days, with ad- 
ditional 15 cents premium, has fairly dazed 
the refiner and jobber and taken away their 
breath. It is interesting in this connection to 
observe that even under these conditions 40,000 
barrels of crude is going into storage daily. 
If producers would let go of this and let it 
loose on the market conditions would be im- 
proved. But these producers are figuring ¢n 
a killing. They are sure of a $1 market, and 
are putting their oil in storage in anticipation 
of the price. The independent refiner and the 
Prairie both need more oil. The law of supply 
and demand steps in and up goes the price. 
The producer has no sentiment in the matter; 
it is a cold-blooded proposition of dollars and 


cents with him, and he is going to get his, 
he thinks, to his own best advantage. If a 
new pool should be discovered he might get 
jolted. 
In the Cushing Field. 

Chief interest in the Cushing territory now 
centers in the possibilities of an extension 
north, as indicated by the Prairie Oil & Gas 


Company's well in 21-19-7, the Chanute Re- 
fining Company's test to the northwest, and in 
the direction of the Foxburg operations south 
of the pool. The most promising development 
now is in the Foxburg territory. In the mean- 
time, as a result of court orders, there is con- 
siderable activity on the river bed leases which 
the court proposes to have drilled immediately. 

No big wells have been reported in the Cush- 
ing field proper the past week. The Monitor 
Oil & Gas Company drilled in its No. 2 on the 
Redfield Richards farm in 33-19-7, and reports 
a 300-barrel producer. The Okla Oil Company's 
No. 11, river bed, in 5-18-7, came in at 350 
barrels, and No. 13 at 150 barrels, while the 
Carter Oil Company’s No, 31, in 4-18-7, on 
the Manuel farm, is a 150-barrel producer, as 


is also its No. 26. Frank Brown's No. 4, river 
bed, in 5-18-7, is a 200-barrel producer. The 
Hill Oil and Gas Company’s No. 1, on the 


11-17-7, is a 100-barrel pumper. 
5, on the Peterson farm, 
for 500 barrels, and the 
McMan Oil Company's No. 2, on the Vance, 
in 6-18-7, started off at 530 barrels, while the 
Gypsy Oil Company’s No. 15, on the F. A. 
Vance, in 7-18-7, is making 250 barrels. These 
wells are scattered from the extreme north to 
the extreme south ends of the field, and they 
stand out in bold contrast with the 6,000 to 
12,000-barrel wells drilled in this same terri- 
tory a few months ago. Only now and then is

The 
interests of the stockholders have never been 
conserved. The Kansas City Gas Company, 
which gets its gas from this same source, has 
a similar policy so far as the public is con- 
cerned. 

A report comes from Wichita that oil has 
been found on the Drollinger farm, one and 
one half miles southeast of that city. The 
sand was encountered at a depth of 2,965 feet 
just as the well was about to be abandoned. 
It will not be surprising if a pool is found in 
that vicinity as showings have heretofore been 
found. This is southwest of the wells at Au- 
gusta, and north of the operation at Arkan- 
sas City.

Among the Refineries. 


When the Cushing pool was at its height 
the Jane Oil and Gas Company contracted to 
deliver to Miller Petroleum Refining Company, 
at Chanute, 100,000 barrels of crude. Before 
it could fill its contract conditions at Chanute 
had changed and the Jane Oil and Gas Com- 
pany is stated to have defaulted to the amount 
of 45,000 barrels, for which the Miller refinery 
is now suing for damages. It is claimed the 
difference already amounts to over $20,000. 
The Jane refinery at Cushing is shut down. 

Some refiners are now paying 15 cents a bar- 
rel premium for Cushing crude. ‘‘We told you 
so.”’ 


What a nice profit these refiners could have 
made if they had filled a few big tanks with 
Cushing crude at 30 cents a barrel. They are 
now paying from 85 to 90 cents a barrel for 
the same oil. 


The menace of Cushing is really just begin- 
ning to ‘be felt. The refiners profited at first 
by Cushing crude, but now he is losing. What 
an inexorable exator the law of compensation 
is.

Various Field Notes, 


The E. W. Gill test in 36-15-13 Okmulgee 
county is dry. It was located on the March 
Tiger farm, and was considered an important 
location. The ,jhole was drilled to a depth of 
1,769 feet and missed entirely the Glenn sand. 

A good well is reported on the Russell Chil- 
ders farm in 30-15-15 Bald Hill district. It is 
reported to be good for 200 barrels natural. 
and is in what was supposed to have been 
barren territory. 

The Henry Gas Company has drilled in a 
fifty-barrel producer in the new Vara field 
south of Bartlesville. The well is located in 
32-23-15 and was drilled for gas. The Vera 
pool may develop into quite a producing dis- 
trict. 


Several wells are starting in the vicinity of 
Lehapah, north end of the Nowata shallow 
sand district. A well drilled the past week 
en the Washbourne land, just north of No- 
wata, is said to be good for thirty-five bar- 
rels a day. It is expected there will be a lot 
of drilling between Nowata and the Kansas 
line On the present advancing market. 

It is rather strange, but more producing 
properties are on the market now than during 
the depression and better prices are being 
paid. There is this to be said, however, in 
favor of the present situation—the properties 
now being offered for sale, even at the ad- 
vanced price, come nearer being worth the 
money than those which were offered at less 
price sume months ago. 


There is a lot of active work in progress in 
the New York pool, west of Mounds. These 


wells are producing from the Glenn sand at 
1,800 feet and are not only good ‘“‘starters,’’ 
but good stayers. Very few, if any, dry 


holes are now being found in that district. 
Among those operating in this pool are the 
New York Oil and Gas Company, Icd & Rob- 


inson, the Wright Drilling Company, Suppes 
& Minshall, Koster & Robinson, Parker & 
Weller, the Cinco Oil Company, the Okla- 


homa Natural Gas Company. The New York 
Oil and Gas Company has a 150-barrel pro- 
ducer on the Dick Smith land in 5-16-11; 
Suppes & Minchell report a 150-barrel well in 
their No. 2 in 8-16-11. One property in this 
pool, with an eighty-acre lease and two wells 
with about 100 barrels a day production, is 
said to be changing hands at $50,000. 

And still no favorable news from Holden- 
ville. Mystery wells have such a bad habit of 
maintaining suspense with nothing to back it 
up. 

In Kay county, southwest of Arkansas City, 
where the Spencer Oil Company recently 
drilled in a good well at a depth of 3,400 feet, 
the same company is now drilling a second 
test on the G. E. Mayers land in 1-28-1. B. B. 
Jones, who drilled the original well about two 
years ago, and who sunk a fortune trying to 
find the trend of the pool, is now drilling an 
offset to the Spencer well on the north in 





32-29-1. Jones is also drilling an offset on the 
southeast of the Spencer well, in the same 
section. The Southwestern Oil Company is 
drilling in 5-28-1. Enough money has been 


spent trying to locate a pool here to develop 
a good-sized district. 


The Barnsdall Oil Company continues to 
drill in the Osage. It has just completed its 
No. 9 on the George Javene farm in 30-25-11, 
and it is good for 150 barrels. No. 7 on the 
same lease has been completed Yand is a 125- 
barrel producer. The Barnsdall company pro- 
poses to get all the oil possible out of its 
holdings before it is compelled to give them 
up. Again, it is suspected the Barnsdall com- 
pany does not expect to give up its produc- 
ing holdings. If it becomes necessary to bid 
them in they will probably be in position to 
pay more for them than anyone else, and they 


have the advantage of knowing just what 
properties are worth buying and which are 
not. 

The Uncle Sam Oil Company has drilled 


in a twenty-five-barrel well in 20-21-7 Cleve- 


land district. It is located on the W. A. Scott 
farm. 

In the old Glenn pool the Producers’ Oil 
Company has drilled its No. 3 on the Mabel 
Glenn farm in 11-17-12, and has abandoned 
it at 2,150 feet for a failure. A failure wast 


a mighty rare thing in the Glenn pool during 
its earlier years. 

In the Cole pool the Dallas Oil Company 
has completed its No. 4 on the George Davis 
farm in 10-14-15 and has a producer making 
150 barrels, while its No. 5 is drilling. 

Several wells are starting in the old Bird 
Creek district. The Northup-Bell Oil Com- 
pany on the Woodworth farm in 21-20-13, the 
Western Oil and Gas Company on the Hattie 
Johnson farm in 21-20-13, and Gillespie & 
Best on the Baker farm in 9-21-13 are among 
new operations just starting. 

There is some activity east of Wann, in the 
north end of the Cherokee. H. E. West and 
others some weeks ago drilled a well in 9- 
28-15, which started off at better than 100 bar- 


rels a day. No. 2, one location east of No. 
1, is now drilling. Ross & Ranney have 


drilled in their No. 1 in the same section, and 
although it is now several weeks old it is 
making forty barrels a day.

The Paris Oil Company is drilling 
on the Sallie Brown farm in 7-18-11. Henry 
Hornicker has a rig up for No. 4 on the D. 
Morrison farm in 8-18-11, and the Quaker Oil 
and Gas Company is drilling on the old Thel- 
ma Weaver farm in 16-18-11. Livingston and 
assoviates are getting ready to drill in a well 
in 7-18-11. While wells in this territory do 
not start off very big, they possess remark-

Additional sharp advances in car- 


bolic acid or phenol and other coal tar 
derivatives, and especially in the med- 
icinal and flavoring synthetics, have 
once more constituted the principal de- 
velopment in the dreg market within 
the week. The further uplift in these 
commodities has been accompanied, 
however, by a renewed rise of prices 
for most of the Austro-German botan- 
ical products, including arnica flowers, 
Hungarian chamomile flowers, hore- 
hound herb and Austrian sage leaves 
and there has also been a sharp mark- 
ing up of quotations for all the potash 
preparations, Venice turpentine, Amer- 
ican saffron flowers, alkanet root, Se- 
lect licorice root, white squills, Belgian 


valerian, coriander seed, strophanthus 
hispidus seed and a few other crude 
drugs, whose supplies in the United 


States have been almost depleted or at 


least greatly reduced, while the out- 
look for replenishment has been dark- 
ened by Italy’s participation in the 


European war and a consequent com- 
plete closing of such Austrian ports as 
Trieste and Fiume and also by the 
wretched prospect for this year’s har- 
vests throughout the countries of the 
belligerent nations. 

The influence of the European war 
is still making itself felt in the opium 
and quinine markets of the world, the 
former article having been marked up 
again in New York importers’ hands 
by the belief that the siege still under 
way in the Dardanelles will effectually 
block all shipments of this narcotic 
from Turkey for some time to come 
whie the latter cOmmodity has been 
strengthened unceasingly by the con- 
stantly increasing demand for the salts 
created by the growing needs of the 
armies and navies engaged in the con- 
flict abroad. 

Most conspicuous among the articles 
in the coal tar derivative group which 


have been advanced still further of 
late have been acetphenetidin, anti- 
pyrine nmaphthaline, photol, rhodol, 


venzoate of soda, benzoic acid, salicy- 
late of soda, salicylic acid and artifi- 


cial wintergreen oil or methyl] salicy- 
late. Caffeine, both alkaloid and ci- 
trated, has likewise played a promi- 


nent part in the latest upward move- 
ment of the market and moderate up- 


ufts have also been noted in natural 
sassafras and malefern oils. 
A few concessions have been made 


by local importers and drug manufac- 
turers in the figures named for quick- 
silver in flask lots, balsam Peru, Cey- 
lon citronella oil, coriander oil, ex- 
pressed lime oil, pine needle oil and 
French rosemary flower oil, squaw 
vine root, thyme leaves, pareira brava 


root, celery seed, larkspur seed, Le- 
vant wormseed, Nos. 2 and 3 Ceylon 
cinnamon and most descriptions of 


black and white pepper. 

Purchasing operations on the part of 
foreign consumers have continued ac- 
tive and of large proportions in all 
materials for explosives and in the 
narcotics, anaesthetics, anodynes, an- 
algesics and disinfectants, including 
phenol and the salicylates, the benzo- 
ates and picric acid, orphine, codeine, 
morphine diacetyl, cocaine and caf- 
feine. Buying for domestic consump- 
tion, however, has continued to be 
confined to relatively meager quanti- 
ties needed to meet only the most 
pressing requirements as a majority 
of American users of drugs have per- 
sisted in the belief that the present 


levels of prices are abnormally high 
and that much lower figures will be 
reached before the end of the year, 


when they look for the ending of the 
war and resultant liberal shipments 
from abroad. 

Among the interesting developments 
of the week has been the closing of a 
contract by a prominent steel and 
coke making company for the sale of 
its output of toluol througout 1916, at 
a figure understood to be considerably 
higher than that at which it has con- 
tracted to sell its production for the 
second half of this year, and the plac- 
ing of a contract by a gunpowder 
company with one of the leading mak- 
ers of denatured alcohol for 60,000,000 
pounds of a new product of this alco- 
hol concern to be used in the produc- 
tion of powder, deliveries to be made 
during two and a half to four years.

OPIUM, 


Although it is presumed that the ex- 
pected eventual surrender of Constanti- 
nople will admit of a resumption of lib- 
eral shipments of opium from Turkey 
through a re-opening of the Dardanelles 
to navigation, the long-continued hold- 
ing out of the defenders of that port 
against the siege by British and French 
ships has inspired a stronger undertone 
in the American market for this nar- 
cotic by suggesting a further indefinite 
postponement of such shipments and a 
possible shortage in the gum before new 
stocks reach here. While most local 
importers and other handlers of the 
gum have raised their prices 25c. to a 
basis of $7.15 for druggists’ quality in 
cases and to $7.20 for this description 
in jobbing lots, one well-known import- 
er has advanced his asking figure to 
$7.50 for this variety in all qualities 
and $7.25 is being named in a few quar- 


ters. Similarly, the powdered and gran- 
ular grades have been marked up by 


a majority of holders to $8.25 and $8.35, 
respectively, but have been raised by 
the importer referred to above to $8.50 
and $8.60, respectively. Latest arrivals 
at the local port have included 15 cases 
from Genoa.

Though there has been a further stif- 
fening of the views of local operators 
within the week, as a partial reflection 
of the recent speculative upward move- 
ment in London and Calcutta’s sym- 
pathetic uplift, the buying movement 
among domestic consumers has con- 
tinued of such meager proportions as 
to prevent a marking up of prices for 
the natural and bleached grades. In- 
side figures hitherto named for T. N., 
D. C., and A. C. garnet and bone dry 
bleached descriptions appear to have 
been withdrawn, however, and T. N. 
is being held on all sides at a minimum 


of 14%c., while bleached varieties are 
well sustained at 18c. for bone dry. A 
few additional offers have been cabled 
from Calcutta, but as the figures 
named in these cables have still been 
much higher than local handlers feel 
warranted in paying, no transactions 
have resulted. The next ship to reach 
here with a cargo of shellac will prob- 
ably be the Australian Transport, 
which is due on September 3. The 
steamship Kioto, which arrived at Bos- 
ton a week ago, reached the local port 
recently with 4,966 packages, of which 
all were orange except 300 packages of 
seedlac, and 200 packages of garnet 
and button. These goods have been 
free to mottled quality, and have, 
therefore, furnished further evidence 
of improvement over earlier arrivals. 
The London market has shown addi- 
tional strength of late, fair free qual- 
ity T. N. on spot being reported by our 
London correspondent as held at 63s., 
or a shilling above the figure named a 
week ago, while the December delivery 
has been raised at 66s.

$105.00. Sellers are naming 17c. a pound 
as a minimum price for carbon tetra- 
chloride against a previous price of 
15ec. The different grades of carbonate 
of potash have been reduced almost to 
the exhaustive point and advances of 
one to two cents a pound are recorded 
on spot for the week. A quiet move- 
ment is noted in caustic potash with 
sellers holding prices close to the 
former levels. Verdigris has been sold 
at 34c. a pound against a former price 
of 35c. All the domestic made acids 
are exceedingly firm with makers un- 
able to offer sulphuric, nitric, ete., for 
immediate shipment on account of the 
heavily sold up condition of their out- 
put. Below is a detailed market report 
of the principal items of chemical 
interest, also a summary of the Liver- 
pool and Holland chemical markets. 


HEAVY CHEMICALS. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—A 
mal distribution on resting 
reported and demand for additional 
requirements is said to embrace the 
usual proportions incident to this time 
of year. There is no new feature to 
note. Dealers quote car lots at Ile. 
for bulk and 1.10c. for kegs, f. o. b. 
works. A premium of 1-5c. is exacted 
on all deliveries in this territory, less 
the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—This mar-

the interval. Spot offerings are limited 
and dealers ask from 1%@2c. for do-

Contracts over 1916 are quoted firm at 
1%c. for domestic. Orders for export 
are reported fair and the home demand 
is steadily increasing. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The heavily sold 
up condition of domestic output has 
placed this market in a very firm posi- 
tion. There is a pronounced scarcity 
of additional offerings and recent ad- 
vances are fully sustained in all lead- 
ing selling quarters. Demand is re- 
ported enormous both for prompt and 
future shipments. At the close dealers 
quoted 4%@5%4c. a pound for 74@76 
per cent. for domestic shipment. Con- 
tracts covering delivery over next year 
are held at 1%@2c. a pound for 74@76 
per cent., on the basis of 60 per cent. 
at the usual 10c. advance, and some 
small contracts have been booked at 
24%c. Export shipments for next year 
are held at 34%@4%c. It is reported that 
an embargo has been placed on caustic 
soda by Great Britain. No caustic 
soda can be exported except to British 
possessions. No English prices are 
given as transactions are subject to 
private negotiations. 

SAL SODA.—Moderate sales are re- 
ported at full figures, but aside from 
these, the market is featureless. Sell- 
ers quote 60c. and up, in barrels, f. o. b. 
shipping point, less the usual discount 
terms. For spot lots of concentrated 
14%c. was the nominal quotation. 


SODA ASH.—Conditions governing 
this market are exceedingly firm and 
demand continues active both for 
prompt and forward requirements. 


Leading dealers intimate that an early 
advance is likely. Single car lots of 
58 per cent. are held at 60c. Large con- 
tracts of light 58 per cent. are quoted 
at 57%c. per 100 pounds, basis of 48 


per cent., in bags, 62%c., basis 48 per 
cent., in barrels carload f. o. b. makers’

that the Myall River in the State of 
New South Wales debouches into the 
bay at Port Stephens, which is 35 


miles north of Newcastle. Upon a re- 
cent trip up the river there was noticed 
on the wharf at a landing some six 
miles from Port Stephens a pile of what 
appeared to be lumps of marble. On 
investigation it was found, however, 
that the white stone was alunite, and 
there were about sixty tons of it in the 
pile. Vessels of moderate draft can 
proceed up the Myall River as far as 
the landing mentioned, but beyond that 
point freight can only be carried on 
barges. Thirty miles north of Port 
Stephens is a small village called Bul- 
lahdelah, situated close to what is 
known as the Alum Mountain. 
mountain is composed entirely of al- 
unite, and it is the only known deposit 
in Australia. The stone yields on an 
average of 80 per cent. of alum. Ac- 
ccrding to the statistics for the Min- 
ing Industry of New South Wales, the 
output of alum from the years 1856 to 
1908 was valued ‘at $450,000 and for 
1908 to the end of 1913, $190,000. Since 
the year 1908 about 1,200 tons of rock 
have been taken out annually and 
shipped to England for treatment, 
where the alum is extracted much more 
cheaply than is possible here. The Aus-

NITRATE OF SODA.—Mail advices 
from the West Coast state that de- 
mand for ordinary nitrate for ship- 
ment to the United States has been 
especially heavy during recent months 
and that this has been a steadying 
feature on prices. Large sales are re- 
ported to have been made for ship- 
ment to this country for all positions 
up to the end of 1916. In confirma- 


tion of this it is pointed out that the 


shipments of nitrate to this coutnry 
during July were 105,670 tons, against 
53,100 tons in July, 1914. In other words, 
shipments in July this year were al- 
most double those of the correspond- 
ing period last year. Shipments to 
Europe in July were 108,180 tons, 
against 137,280 tons in July, 1914, and 
the total shipments from the West 
Coast during July are only about 3,000 
tons less than they were last year. 


As production at present is below what 
it was a year ago it can readily be 
that normal shipments would 
mean the reduction of stocks in store, 
and in this event higher prices would 
be logical.

The scarcity of stuff continues 
to be a live topic and it was announced 
this week that one of the largest knit- 
ting mills of the middle west had been 
compelled to close because of the secarc- 


ity of dyestuffs. It is also stated that 
a leading New England mill will close

on the first of next month and for 
the same reason. Such reports tend 
to prove beyond dowbt the truth of 


statements that many of the mills are 
cleaning up the stocks which had been 
accumulated. The market for dye 
materials is slow to improve and firm 
prices for some materials this week 
were attributed to depletion of spot 
supplies. Indigo was one of the mate- 
rials which sold at higher prices this 
week. In this connection it is inter- 
esting to note that encouraging re- 
ports have been heard about the avail- 
ability of Chinese indigo. In one re- 
port on this subject it is stated that 
small amounts of synthetic indigo are 
currently received from Switzerland. 
Central America contributes a slight 
quantity of natural indigo, and it is 
likewise shipped to a very limited ex- 
tent from Manila, Java, and India. 
The total receipts from these various 
sources constitute, however, but a rela- 
tively insignificant fraction of the cus- 
tomary supply of indigo ordinarily con- 
sumed by our textile and other indus- 
tries. The “blues” available for cotton 
by improved methods of applying and 
fixing logwood are assuming increased 
importance, especially for denims and 
allied classes of goods. It takes time. 
hewever, to accustom dyers to any 
such radical alteration in routine 
methods as that involved in a change 
from indigo to logwood. 

Under these circumstances any addi- 
tional source of indigo, no matter how 
limited, possesses importance. The 
American consulate general at Hong- 
kong reports that stocks of Chinese 
indigo are now available at that port, 
and that additional quantities can be 
secured from interior points in China. 
It would appear that the production 
of natural indigo has been notably 
stimulated of late in Southern China, 
and that despite the total elimination 
of Germany’s ordinary supply of syn- 
thetic indigo to China there is a limited 
amount of the native product available 
for exportation. This condition is 
somewhat surprising in view of the 
fact that China’s normal annual im- 
ports of synthetic indigo from Ger- 
many are nearly $7,000,000 in value, and 
constitute 64 per cent. of the latter 
country’s exports of*the dye. 

The Chinese indigo brought to Hong- 
kong is shipped in cases of about 80 
pounds each. It is in the form of thick 
paste. The current price per pound at 
Hongkong is 7.9c. in gold. Prices at 
interior points in Chine are about 15 
per cent. less. 

Bichromates are holding steady with 
good interest shown for soda not on'y 
for prompt shipment, but also for 1'.6 
contracts. Prussiates are strong and 
hardly any red prussiate of potash is 
offered. Starch and dextrines are 
routine in movement and unchanged in 
price. Detailed reports on the separate 
items of the local market follow:— 

ACETATE OF SODA.—The market 
for this material has gained in strength 
during the week with stock in sellers’ 
hands at a rather low point. The spot 
market especially was strong with sel- 
lers offering sparingly. Market quota- 
tions are given at 4%4@ic. but these 
quotations are hardly free for prompt 
shipment and in some quarters up to 
5%c. per pound was asked. 

ALBUMENS.—Considerable quanti- 
ties of egg albumen are said to be held 
in bond at this point and these stocks 
are being used to make deliveries 
against outstanding contracts. There 
is no selling pressure, however, be- 
eause of free offerings and market 
prices are quoted as firm with some 
difficulty in securing cargo room for 
future shipments from the Far East. 
Quotations are 55@60c. per pound. 
Blood albumen of foreign origin con- 
tinues to arouse but little interest and 
prices are nominal. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—Im- 
ports of aniline salts in June were 
38,474 pounds, valued at $15,123, as 
against 289,629 pounds, valued at $20,710 


in June, last year. Imports for the 
twelve months ending June, compare 
as follows:

These figures are sufficient in them- 
selves to explain the present position of 
the market as they clearly indicate the 
searcity of foreign supplies as com- 
pared with the amounts imported in 
preceding years. The spot market for 
poth aniline oil and salts is largely 


nominal and only moderate sized lots 
are offered. Prices are quoted at $1.25@ 
1.50 per pound for aniline oil with the 
inside price reported as given by some 
sellers of domestice material 
BICHROMATES.—There is a good 
inquiry for bichromate of soda as far 
as spot goods are concerned, but there 
does not seem to be any weight ot 
offerings and prices are holding firm. 
Prompt shipment is held at 12@13c. 
per pound on shipment over the last 
quarter of the year, one seller did busi- 
ness at 10c, though llc. is quoted for 
that position on contracts covering 
next year deliveries the price has 
varied somewhat, according to seller 
with quantity also a factor. The range 
of prices is from 7%c. to 8%c. per 
pound. Bichromate of potash is rather 
quiet but fundamental conditions in 
the market have not improved and 
prices are holding at high levels. Mar- 
ket prices are 204%@22c. per pound. 
CUTCH.—The consuming trades 
have shown good inquiry for this ma- 


terial considering the high prices 
which are being asked by sellers. 


Stocks are still restricted, and there is 
no improvement in the prospects of se- 
curing future shipments from primary 
markets. Baled cutch is quoted at 11 
@i2e. per pound, and boxed cutch at 
13@15c. per pound. 

DEXTRINE.—The week has been un- 
eventful in the market for dextrines. 
Seasonable deliveries are going out on 
contracts with a moderate trading on 


new accounts. The schedule of prices 
shows the following:—Dextrine, $3.20 
in bags, $3.31 in barrels; special dark 


canary dextrine, $3.30 in bags, $3.41 in 
barrels; British gum, $3.45 in bags, 
$3.56 in barrels; amidex, $3.45 in bags. 
These prices are per 100 pounds in car- 
load lots f. o. b. New York. 
GAMBIER.—Imports of gambier in 
June amounted to 916,106 pounds, val- 
ued at $39,601, as against 694,017 
pounds, valued at $23,465, in June last 


year. Imports for the year ending 
June show the following compari- 
sons:

There is some difference in quota- 


tions for gambier, according to seller, 
but ordinary grades have been gener- 
ally held at an inside price of 12%c. 
per pound, with the price extending 
to 13%ec. in some quarters. Inquiry is 
reported to be good. but the scarcity 
of supplies, combined with the high 
prices quoted, serve to check actual 
trading. 

INDIGO.—Imports of indigo, natural 
and synthetic, during June, amounted 
to 207,005 pounds, valued at $306,364, 
as against 496,681 pounds, valued at 
$65,155 in June last year. Imports for 
the year ending June were:—

Offerings of synthetic indigo are lim- 
ited and the above figures of imports 


show that recent arrivals have run 
mainly to the higher priced indigo, 
with a corresponding decrease in the 
imports of synthetic indigo. Market 
prices for some grades of natural in- 
digo were much stronger this week. 


Bengal was held at $3.50 per pound, 
offered at 93c. per pound, and synthetic 
and Guatemala at $3@3.50. Madras is 
indigo is more or less nominal at 90@$1. 

MYRABOLAUS.—Mail advices from 
Primary points say the market is 
rather quiet. Sellers make no change 
in rates and quote Rs 2 for No. 1 yel- 
low rough heavy nuts, Rs. 1-12 for No. 
2 brown rough heavy nuts, Rs. 1-8 to 
Rs. 1-9 for averaze mixed nuts and 
Rs. 1-6 for black light hollow nuts, re- 
pectively, per B. md., weight, loose. 
Quality is getting brown; this is usual 
during the rains. The season is draw- 
ing to a close. Local demand is com- 
paratively small. 

Further arrivals were noted during 
the week at the iocal port and con- 
sumption of this market is good. Most 
of the nuts are sold to arrive and 
While there is a distinction according 
to grade which causes a range in quo- 
tions, the majority of sales have been 
for good quality offerings on a basis of 
$34 per ton. 

PRUSSIATES—Record prices have 
been paid recently for red prussiate of 
potash and the tendency of prices is 
to go still higher as there is no en- 
couragement held out that offerings 
will increase in the immediate future. 
Some sellers were out of the market 
entirely this week and the spot mar- 
ket is pretty well depleted. On any 
large amounts the price is wholly 
nominal, but on moderate qualities 
there are offers at $2.25 per lb. Yellow 
prussiate of potash also is firmly held 
and stocks are far below normal. Quo- 
tations are given at 90@95c. per Ib. 
Prussiate of soda has changed but lit-
